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The Air He Breathed, the Baby 
Blue Sunglasses He Wore 


Somewhere on a desert highway 
She rides a Harley-Davidson 
Her long blond hair fly in’ in the wind 
She’s been runnin’ half her life 
The chrome and steel she rides 
Collidin’ with the very air she breathes 
The air she breathes 

- “Unknown Legend,” Neil Young 

It is an American tale, it has to be, noth¬ 
ing else makes sense. It is rock & roll radio 
blasting out of a car racing down the high¬ 
way through a long dark night. But the 
story ends abruptly with a great sadness 
before the dawn. 

Jonathan Demme died this morning. 

Rather than reading words, go watch his 
films, all his films, wildly dancing to them 
as though they were music because they are. 

Sure, there is pain and memory, tears and 
laughter, phone calls and emails, but right 
now more than anything there is silence. In 
my head, around me, in the breathing and 
loving of so many, an overwhelming deep 
heavy quiet. Something is missing that was 
here yesterday, a loss beyond reason. One of 
the great soloist voices in the choir of 
American culture has gone silent. His work 
will shine forever but oh we will miss the man. 

This story begins in a car because it 
should and because it did. Watching Caged 
Heat - Demme’s first directorial effort, a 
women-in-prison genre film - at a South 


Jonathan Demme, 1944-2017 

Austin drive-in theatre in 1977 literally 
changed my life. 

In many ways it was a film I had long car¬ 
ried in my head without knowing it - a 
political action film both feminist and 
exploitative, both cinematically savvy and 
street-wise. This was a genre work and a 
Jean-Luc Godard tract, unapologetically 
and explicitly exploitation fare, stubbornly 
subversive, executed with stylistically 
intoxicating filmmaking. It worked on so 
many levels - narrative, acting, cinematic, 



musical, and political. Demme’s talent 
seemed to promise the extraordinary. 
Ironically, over the years he lapped those 
expectations again and again and again. 

Back then, before home video and cable, 
it was so difficult to actually find and watch 
the films. At CinemaTexas, the graduate-run 
film program of the RTF Department, we 
rented Crazy Mama, Demme’s second film, 
claiming some very tenuous connection to a 
class being taught. Because we wanted to 
see the film. Which was a revelation. 
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Sometime later Ed Lowry and I, with two 
quarts of Coca-Cola and a bottle of rum at a 
Dallas drive-in, caught the remarkable 
Citizen’s Band. Then later we saw Melvin 
and Howard. 

Here was a director who loved his charac¬ 
ters, cared about working people, cherished 
and championed a deeply American vision, 
filled with joy and decency, compassion 
and celebration. 

We sent him a letter containing some of 
the pieces we had written about his work. 
Some time after he called to say he was 
coming to Austin; could we pick him up at 
the airport? Sure. How would we recognize 
him? “I’ll be wearing baby blue sunglasses.” 

We listened to music, ate barbecue, and 
watched some locally produced short films. 
Demme then presented those films at the 
Collective for Living Cinema in NYC, 
changing the Austin film scene significant¬ 
ly and permanently. 

In another car, three decades later, 
Demme and I drove across the Tappan Zee 
Bridge over the Hudson River heading to 
his house in Upper Nyack from the Jacob 
Burns Cinema in Pleasantville, N.Y. We had 
just presented Conrad Rooks’ Chappaqua, 
a film we both loved, which at best is a 
minority position. 

I remarked that his films were so posi¬ 
tive, suggesting he was an optimistic direc¬ 
tor, a trait not generally shared by filmmakers. 

He thought about this before carefully 
responding something along the lines of, 
“You can have a deep affection for your char¬ 
acters, you can feel that they have a future. 


Tomorrow has the possibility of being as 
good or even better than today. In their lives 
there is always the possibility as well as the 
reality of things getting better. There are, 
however, many other options for what might 
happen and how it might be perceived. This, 
then, is not ‘optimistic,’ which has to do with 
naively underestimating the terrible situa¬ 
tions and dire circumstances that people 
confront every day. You can believe and 
hope without exactly being optimistic.” 

There’s so much that’s wrong in the 
world - so much horror, so much darkness 
- but Demme’s work, while acknowledging 
this, in so many ways resists the idea of 
hopelessness. Demme is too fascinated by 
people and culture to entertain the all-too- 
commonly-held idea that the best of every¬ 
thing is in the past. Not just seriously 
excited by today, Demme’s films always 
eagerly anticipated tomorrow. In a time of 
darkness, his films offer light; in a time of 
despair, hope; in a time of lamentation, they 
often celebrate joy. 

This is not a career tribute. Instead it is 
personal - a sigh, a sob, a weary breath. God, 
Jonathan Demme loved. He loved family 
and friends, film and filmmakers, music and 
musicians, art and artists always feeding his 
outsize appetite by racing madly forward 
through the culture sucking everything in. 
Then pouring all this energy and grace into 
narratives and documentaries, music vid¬ 
eos, performance and concert films, TV and 
movies. He loved until his heart was full, 
and loved still more because he cared not for 
boundaries, loved and loved until his full 
heart burst. Burst into his work, creating 
fantastic neon fireworks explosions across 
the world, still and forever. 

But Jonathan is gone, life’s rhythm has 
slowed a couple of beats, breathing is a little 
harder. Yet, as he would want, there is joy, 
we survivors though sad still forever blessed 
by the benedictions of a life so well lived 
and of films so beautifully made. ■

In the wake of word out of the U.S. 
Department of Justice that Austin and 
Travis County are in fact complying with 
federal immigration laws, it didn’t take 
long for Gov. Greg Abbott to 
wave the bloody shirt. As the 
Texas House was about to 
debate a pet project of 
Abbott’s - Senate Bill 4, a 
grandstanding effort to 
crack down on “sanctuary 
cities” - Abbott’s office 
issued a statement: “Unlike 
the mayor and the Travis 
County Sheriff, the gover¬ 
nor believes that releasing 
violent and dangerous crim¬ 
inal aliens back into our communities once 
they have had an ICE detainer placed on 
them is unacceptable. That’s why Texas 
will pass a law to require counties to com¬ 
ply with ICE detainer requests. It’s the 
governor’s belief that Travis County is 


refusing to live up to this common-sense 
safety standard.” 

Abbott was responding to Mayor Steve 
Adler’s report of conversations with 
Attorney General Jeff 

Sessions and Thomas 

Homan, acting director of 
the Immigration and Cus¬ 
toms Enforcement Agency. 
During meetings with a del¬ 
egation of the U.S. Confer¬ 
ence of Mayors, Sessions 
and Homan told the mayors 
that the policies currently 
practiced in Austin and 
Travis County - no require¬ 
ment that police officers 
inquire about immigration status, and 
case-by-case consideration of ICE “detainer 
requests” - do not violate federal law. 
Abbott’s response was both hysterical and 
false: Despite all the sensational headlines, 
Sheriff Sally Hernandez does not “release 


violent and dangerous criminal aliens back 
into our communities.” Abbott’s response 
was actually mild compared to that of the 
White House, which seethed, “San 
Francisco, and cities like it, are putting the 
well-being of criminal aliens before the 
safety of our citizens, and those city offi¬ 
cials who authored these policies have the 
blood of dead Americans on their hands.” 
That accusation was specifically in 
response to a ruling by U.S. District Judge 
William Orrick enjoining President 
Trump’s threats to withhold federal grants 
from local jurisdictions the DOJ deems 
noncooperative on immigration enforce¬ 
ment. “Federal funding that bears no 
meaningful relationship to immigration 
enforcement,” wrote Orrick, “cannot be 
threatened merely because a jurisdiction 
chooses an immigration enforcement strat¬ 
egy of which the President disapproves.”

LIES NOT LAWS 

Austin is indirectly involved in the law¬ 
suit, having filed supporting briefs to the 
positions of plaintiffs San Francisco and 
Santa Clara County. Curiously, neither of 
those jurisdictions were among the nine 
addressed in an April 21 letter from 
Sessions, asking officials to provide proof 
they are complying with 8 U.S.C. 1373, the 
federal law that requires local jurisdictions 
to exchange information regarding arrest¬ 
ed immigrants. That’s the only section of 
the law cited by the DO J as potentially trig¬ 
gering sanctions - as it was even in the 
ranting press release from the White House 
- and no one has even accused Austin and 
Travis County of violating that provision, 
because such information exchanges among 
TCSO, FBI, and ICE are in fact routine. 

Instead, what we get from the White 
House and the Capitol are hysterical 
denunciations of imaginary criminal gangs 
terrorizing otherwise quiet neighborhoods 
because local officials are unlocking the 
jail cells. It’s certainly of a piece with the 
American dystopia persistently fantasized 
by Donald Trump, and the fact that it fails 
to correspond with actual reality has appar¬ 
ently had little effect on the frenzy of 
his supporters. 

THE HUNAN COST 

Abbott and his Republican majority at the 
Legislature are well aware of that situation, 
which is why no amount of counter-informa¬ 
tion from the mayors who actually deal with 
these issues every day will have much 
impact on the pending “anti-sanctuary” leg¬ 
islation there. Like Trump’s imperial border 
wall, it is an expensive, absurd solution to a 
manufactured, imaginary crisis. Like so 
much of our contemporary politics, the war 
is being fought on a symbolic battleground, 
but over the bodies of real people, in this 
case immigrants whose lack of “papers” - 
official documentation of their God-given 
but only state-permitted right to live their 
lives in peace - makes them subject to ran¬ 
dom, arbitrary arrest and deportation. 

I asked Mayor Adler if his discussions in 
D.C. could bring any comfort to immigrant 
Austinites who have learned since January 
that their lives and families are even more 
precarious than they were under Barack 
Obama. He said he hopes so, and that per¬ 
haps it will also give pause to state legisla¬ 
tors who are determined to out-fed the feds 
themselves on immigration enforcement 
(while of course providing no new funding 
for the additional burdens they would be 
imposing on cities and counties). 

But SB 4 is neither about law nor real 
public safety. It’s about politics, and on 
passage it will likely enter the same judi¬ 
cial maelstrom that greeted Republican 
imposition of unconstitutional congressio¬ 
nal and legislative district maps. After 
years of litigation, the rulings of unconsti¬ 
tutionality will be too little and too late to 
restore families torn apart and lives ruined 
by arbitrary and capricious deportation. 
That’s a small price to pay for another 
decade of white supremacy. ■ 


Clearly I have to start off this week with an 
apology. An online commenter referred to my 
“glowing assessment of CodeNEXT” in 

last week’s column (“Ten Things,” April 21) - 
but if anything that I wrote gave anyone the 
impression that the CodeNEXT process 
deserves a glowing recommendation, then I 
obviously failed to express myself clearly. 

Like most everyone else who’s looked at 
the draft version of the code and the maps, I 
think there are some problem areas. There 
are neighborhoods that are getting painted 
with a mono-zoning that’s likely to kill them: 
notably East Austin, Clarksville, and the near¬ 
south 78704. And there are other neighbor¬ 
hoods - the entire west side, essentially - 
that ought to have a little more variety 
“dialed in.” But since I don’t have room for 
10 things this week, let me focus on one: 

Changes are not being tracked, either in 
the map or in the code. 

There are 1,100+ pages of 
code: language that’s going to 
become city law, so it’s actual¬ 
ly important that, for instance, 
a definition given in one sec¬ 
tion matches the terminology 
used in other sections (it 
doesn’t, always). And there are 
also many, many thousands of 
lots being rezoned - each 
occupant, individually, having 
just this one chance to weigh in on the 
changes - some subtle, others less so - in 
the law that governs that property for the 
next half-century or so. As early as the first 
post-release meeting, staff and consultants 
acknowledged at least one mistake in the 
mapping, where an area had simply been 
mislabeled. That’s the point of draft ver¬ 


sions, of course: You correct mistakes that 
are pointed out, and consider suggestions 
that are made. And there is a long public 
comment period - until June 7 for the code, 
and July 7 for the mapping. But there’s no 
way to track whether those mistakes have 
been corrected, or comments even looked at, 
until the second “Boards and Commissions” 
draft comes out in August. By then the seri¬ 
ous semifinal decisions are supposed to be 
made, to be forwarded on to City Council by 
December - but inevitably, without much of 
the input from the previous round either 
reflected, or resolved, and with the more seri¬ 
ous policy questions not yet directly 
addressed. And it gets harder to resolve 
those problems the closer we get to a dead¬ 
line. The “black box” approach to drafting 
has been problematic throughout the process; 
it’s becoming critical now. With all the plan¬ 
ning time there has been, this 
is not a time when we want to 
have Council drafting language 
from the dais. 

Note that none of this even 
begins to address the dilemma 
most people want to resolve: 
the religious schism between 
the Preservationist and 
Densificationist sects. I’ll 
leave that for another time. 

□

There’s no regular City Council meeting 
this week (the next is May 4), although 
council members and city staff will not be 
lacking for things to do. The city budget 
season has begun in earnest - last 
Wednesday featured the five-year financial 
forecast and early budget preview - and 
Wednesday’s work session (April 26) began 
to dig deeper into the departmental mael¬ 
strom to determine where this year’s rubber 
will meet the road. (See “City Budget 
Forecast: Partly Cloudy,” April 21.) 

Before they ever get down to that, City 
Hall will be receiving the reverberations of 
Mayor Steve Adler’s impromptu visit to 
D.C., where he joined a delegation of the 
U.S. Conference of Mayors, meeting 
Attorney General Jeff Sessions in another 
attempt to clarify the Trump administra¬ 
tion’s definition of “sanctuary cities.” Last 
month, a similar meeting with Secretary of 
Homeland Security John Kelly resulted in 
photo ops and a bland Kelly reassurance 
that his agency is only interested in appre¬ 
hending “dangerous criminals.” (“No Sanc¬ 
tuary,” March 30.) Then, last Friday (April 
21), Sessions sent dunning letters to nine 
jurisdictions - Chicago, New Orleans, 
Philadelphia, Las Vegas, Miami, 
Milwaukee, New York City, Cook County 
(Illinois), and the California Department of 
Corrections and Rehabilitation - request¬ 
ing proof that the relevant officials are 


sharing relevant information with immi¬ 
gration authorities. (In a press release, 
Sessions took a few slanderous shots at the 
cities, accusing them of ignoring or even 
promoting crime.) 

Neither Austin nor Travis County was on 
the list, but Sessions’ letter - and the explic¬ 
it threat to withhold federal grant money 
from any jurisdiction deemed non-coopera¬ 
tive - raised alarm here as elsewhere. In a 
statement released Monday, Adler wrote: 
“Surprisingly, it seems most people think a 
‘sanctuary city’ is one where police protect 
criminals by refusing to enforce federal 
immigration laws. I’m not sure there are 
such cities, and certainly Austin is not one. 
We follow the law and want criminals in jail, 
not on our streets.” 

Following meetings with Acting Immi¬ 
gration and Customs Enforcement Agency 
Director Thomas Homan and AG Sessions, 
Adler told the Chronicle that he was assured 
that neither Austin nor Travis County are 
violating federal law, and that local police 
officers are not mandated to inquire about 
immigration status nor to participate in 
federal immigration enforcement actions. 
He hoped that might bring some encour¬ 
agement to undocumented immigrants who 
fear that cooperating with police officers or 
engaging city services will leave them sub¬ 
ject to arrest and deportation. (“What Is a 
‘Sanctionable City’?” April 25.) 


Adler and other local Texas officials are 
also waiting for the other shoe to fall at the 
Legislature, in the form of Senate Bill 4, 
which purports to outlaw “sanctuary cities” 
and threatens to sanction local jurisdictions 
which fail to fully comply - as defined in the 
bill - with immigration enforcement. Adler 
said that in light of statements by Sessions 
and Homan, the Legislature is threatening 
to go far beyond what federal law actually 
requires, and instead would mandate local 
police to assume federal responsibilities to 
enforce immigration laws. 

The shadow of the bill has already dis¬ 
rupted business at City Hall, where negotia¬ 
tions toward a new “meet-and-confer” 
agreement with the Austin Police Associa¬ 
tion have been suspended pending legisla¬ 
tive action. Adler expressed his frustration 
at the prospects: “Our officers simply don’t 
have the time or resources to enforce immi¬ 
gration laws any more than they have the 
capacity to act as IRS agents, USDA inspec¬ 
tors, or game wardens.” 

The issue - with substantial financial as 
well as political implications - was raised 
last week, following a seemingly anodyne 
Council briefing provided by the city’s 
Labor Relations Office, on public safety 
union contracts. Witnesses following the 
briefing - primarily from activist groups 
demanding better police transparency and 
accountability - accused the police force of 
officially denying they cooperate with ICE 
while in fact doing so surreptitiously. APD 
brass has repeatedly denied the charge - 
echoing Mayor Adler’s insistence that “our 
police focus on keeping people safe regard¬ 
less of where they come from or how they 
got here.” 

But recent ICE raids locally - followed by 
evidence that they were at least partially in 
retaliation for the new policy of Travis 
County Sheriff Sally Hernandez of only 
limited cooperation with ICE “detainer 
requests” - have undermined local law 


enforcement assurances that undocument¬ 
ed immigrants can report crimes (or use 
city and county services) without fear of 
deportation. “Asking local police to appear 
as federal immigration agents,” says Adler, 
“destroys trust.” 

That’s only one of the issues overshadow¬ 
ing the upcoming budget deliberations, 
which began with a financial forecast that 
predicted a cooling economy, followed by an 
early budget preview reflecting tight num¬ 
bers and difficult decisions to come. Budget 
staff annotated roughly $48 million in struc¬ 
tural “cost drivers” (ranging from rising 
personnel costs to continued funding for 
CodeNEXT) for which new spending will 
likely be necessary - over and above the 
$970.6 million allocated for this year (FY 
2017). For FY 2018, that doesn’t include 
another $5 million in one-time items that 
Council did manage to fund to one degree 
or another this year: Austin ISD support, 
Quality of Life initiatives, affordable hous¬ 
ing programs. 

Where does public safety, and specifically 
APD, fit into that matrix? Public safety cur¬ 
rently consumes just under 68% of the Gen¬ 
eral Rind (operating) budget, with APD 
alone at about 40%; Mayor Adler suggested 
last week that one step might involve 
imposing a percentage cap on total public 
safety spending. Several witnesses sug¬ 
gested freezing the APD budget and shift¬ 
ing more funds toward social service spend¬ 
ing. Among those demanding stronger 
police accountability, that’s a common posi¬ 
tion. But among Austinites more generally 
(via annual city surveys), public safety 
spending ranks as a very high priority. 

Should the Legislature follow through 
and impose immigration responsibilities on 
local law enforcement, it’s likely to generate 
additional pressure for more - and more 
highly paid - cops. That’s one more head¬ 
ache facing council members as they enter 
budget season. - Michael King

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Election Time Again 

Voter turnout barely scraped above 0.3% on 
Monday, the first day of early voting for the May 6 
election, which may have been the first day many 
Travis County voters even knew there was an election. 
At stake are City Council seats in the cities of Bee 
Cave, Lakeway, Round Rock, and West Lake Hills, as 
well as spots on the Pflugerville ISO board of trustees, 
charter amendments in Round Rock, and six proposi¬ 
tions in Travis County Municipal Utility District No. 
23. Early voting runs through May 2. Election day is 
Saturday, May 6. - Richard Whittaker 

Frasier Under Review 

Retired Police Monitor Margo Frasier is the subject 
of a new complaint from the Office of the City Auditor. 
On Tuesday, chief investigator Nathan Wiebe filed 
paperwork to the city’s Ethics Review Commission 
alleging that Frasier used city time and resources to 
handle some menial secondary employment tasks. 
Frasier, the former sheriff who served as Police Monitor 
for six years until retiring in February, said while PM 
that she worked 20 hours per week as a criminal jus¬ 
tice consultant and expert witness, something former 
City Manager Marc Ott knew about but that hadn’t 
been specifically disclosed to his interim successor, 
Elaine Hart. Wiebe’s investigation revealed that 
between 2014 and 2016 Frasier had used her work 
computer to download a whopping seven non-city 
documents, including a legal brief, two affidavits, and 
two expert reports. Wiebe also found that between 
February and July 2016, Frasier visited 200 websites as 
part of her secondary employment, including 57 visits 
to her personal email account, the political charge du 
jour of these modern times. Those visits presumably 
came on occasions after Frasier directed potential cli¬ 
ents who emailed her on her city account over to that 
personal account, via such time-intensive notes as “If 
you can fit it in on the 11th or 12th, I can do it,” and “I 
welcome the opportunity. Since this appears to be 
more related to consulting practice and work as a cor¬ 
rections monitor, I would ask that you use my private 
email which is [redacted]...” Frasier’s attorneys told 
the Statesman on Tuesday that the allegations appear 
to be “either de minimis in nature or in line with 
employment agreements and understandings she had 
as part of her employment as police monitor.” A hear¬ 
ing is scheduled for the next meeting of the Ethics 
Review Commission, May 10 at 6pm, although it’s not 
clear exactly what sort of punishment Frasier could 
incur as a retired employee. - Chase Hoffberger 


Kling in the Ring 

Sen. Donna Campbell, R-New Braunfels, has her 
first declared opponent for 2018. On Monday, Steven 
Kling announced that he plans to run for the SD 25 seat 
as a Democrat. A former Army Reserve captain and 
Bronze Star recipient who served in both Afghanistan 
and Iraq, Kling is now a principal at an IT consulting 
firm in Dripping Springs. He has accused the incumbent 
of “peddling nostalgia” by rubberstamping reactionary 
policies, and attacked her for inadequately preparing 
the district’s infrastructure for its rapid development. 

Campbell first broke into legislative politics with an 
unsuccessful run against Rep. Lloyd Doggett in 2010, 
then took her Senate seat after primarying out GOP 
veteran Jeff Wentworth in 2012, and beating Demo¬ 
crat John Courage 66-34%. While it has never been 
challenged in court, Campbell’s district is one of the 
most egregiously gerrymandered of all the Senate 
seats, stretching from northern San Antonio up into 
South Austin. It’s anchored in New Braunfels, though 
with shifting demographics along the 1-35 corridor, and 
an anti-GOP backlash anticipated for 2018, her 32% 
margin of victory in 2012 may not prove a strong pre¬ 
dictor of next year’s results. Moreover, Kling’s campaign 
might know a little bit about underdog success: Julie 
Ann Nitsch, who had an upset victory in November’s 
election for Austin Community College board of trust¬ 
ees, is currently handling his press. - R.W. 

FDA Thwarts TDCJ 
Death Drug Shipment 

The state’s Department of Criminal Justice won’t be 
receiving its July 2015 order of the lethal injection drug 
sodium thiopental anytime soon. Last Thursday, the 
U.S. Food and Drug Administration announced its final 
decision to refuse foreign shipment of the drug into the 
country. The two government bodies have been battling 
ever since the FDA intercepted the drug at Houston 
George Bush Intercontinental Airport that summer. The 
TDCJ ordered the drugs from an unknown supplier in 
India in hopes of replenishing its stock. Accessing any 
form of killer drug has become increasingly complicat¬ 
ed for Huntsville ever since Pfizer blocked access of its 
drugs to executioners last May. In 2010, the United 
Kingdom banned export of sodium thiopental, and a 
year later Danish manufacturer Lundbeck prohibited 
sales to U.S. pharmacies. In a statement issued April 20, 
the FDA said the apprehended drugs seem to be “unap¬ 
proved” and “misbranded,” and should be exported or 
destroyed. The state filed suit against the federal agen¬ 
cy to recover the drugs on Wednesday. - Sarah Marloff 
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Tough Balance 

THE LEGE BUDGET STANDOFF STUMBLES FORWARD 



In what parallel dimension would anyone 
be surprised that Attorney General Ken 
Paxton sides with Lt. Gov. Dan Patrick 
against House Speaker Joe Straus - even if 
doing so meant abandoning the entire con¬ 
cept of fiscal conservatism? 

Scratch that. This isn’t about fiscal con¬ 
servatism. This is basic accounting. In an 
opinion issued on April 21, the state’s top 
lawyer said he saw no constitutional barrier 
to spending money previously allocated to 
the state highway fund to balance the bud¬ 
get. In doing so, Paxton provided legal 
cover for a Senate accounting trick the 
House hates. 

The issue is the divide between the 
House and Senate draft budgets for the 
next biennium - not the total spending 
(both are at roughly $106 billion), but since 
both proposals outstrip Comptroller Glenn 
Hegar’s revenue forecast, the two sides 
need to bridge the gap between. In 2014, 
voters overwhelmingly supported putting 
extra cash into the State Highway Fund to 
repair crumbling road infrastructure. A 
first payment on that plan is 
due this calendar year. 

However, by moving the 
payment date forward from 
one fiscal year to the next, 

Senate Finance Committee 
Chair Sen. Jane Nelson, 

R-Flower Mound, frees $2.5 
billion to cover this year’s 
general spending bills. In 
his nonbinding opinion, 

Paxton said the language of 
the original constitutional 
amendment was internally contradictory, 
and that the legal standard held that the 
budget merely had to ensure “substantial 
compliance” with the rules. Advantage 
Nelson and Patrick. 


But that plan isn’t flying in the House, 
where Straus and Appropriations Com¬ 
mittee Chair Rep. John Zerwas, R-Rich- 
mond, have both publicly blasted it. Before 
Paxton’s ruling, they said it violated the 
Texas Constitution. Since the ruling, Straus 
has continued to argue that, legal or not, the 
Senate’s plan makes for bad accounting. He 
told The Dallas Morning News, “None of 
this changes the fact that the Senate is 
attempting to spend the same dollars twice.” 

The House solution to the funding gap in 
the core budget is pretty simple: Use the 
Rainy Day Rmd - or, to use its technical 
name, the Economic Stabilization Fund. 
That’s a pot of cash, derived from excess oil 
and gas revenues, originally designed to 
smooth out the budget when times are tough 
and tax revenues have gone down. Forty-six 
states claim such a resource, but Texas has 
by far the largest, both in raw dollars and in 
proportion of general revenue spending. It 
currently stands at roughly $10.3 billion, and 
even with the domestic petrochemical 
industry in the doldrums, it should add over 
$1.5 billion extra by the end 
of the 2019 fiscal year. The 
bipartisan House argument 
is that they can readily pull 
$2.5 billion out and still leave 
a hefty balance. But Dan 
Patrick has spent his entire 
legislative career in opposi¬ 
tion to spending the fund, so 
their plan could well be a 
nonstarter in the Senate. 

The concern in the House 
pertains to optics: Paxton’s 
opinion is the headline news, and few people 
will dig deeper into the details. Moreover, 
deferring payments remains a common way 
to make budgets balance - thus the need for 
a supplemental appropriations bill every ses¬ 


sion before the main budget is passed. This 
is different, though. It depends on spending 
the same cash in two successive years. 

Up until now, the argument over the 
State Highway Fund vs. the Rainy Day 
Rmd has played out through shots lobbed 
across the rotunda. But everything changed 
last week. The House sent four Republicans 
(Zerwas, Trent Ashby, Sarah Davis, and 
Larry Gonzales) and one Democrat (Oscar 
Longoria), as did the Senate (Nelson, Joan 
Huffman, Lois Kolkhorst, and Charles 
Schwertner, plus Chuy Hinojosa as its sole 
Dem) to form a budget conference commit¬ 
tee. It’s up to them to create not just a rev¬ 
enue stream but a spending scheme that is 
acceptable to both chambers. Yet neither 
side seems set to budge. 

In the midst of this, there’s been a quiet 
but dire warning about the future of Texas’ 
economy. Comptroller Hegar said he wants 
to take a portion of the Rainy Day Rmd and 
establish a higher risk, higher return (and 


therefore, potentially higher loss) Texas 
Legacy Fund. From a return-on-investment 
point of view, the comptroller has compared 
the Rainy Day Fund to burying the money 
on the Capitol lawn. By taking bigger risks, 
he told the Texas Tribune, “We have the 
opportunity to make a difference for when 
the oil dries up in 40 years.” 

So if you think the 85th Legislature has a 
big budget headache over a couple billion 
dollars, just fear for the 95th, and the 105th, 
as they craft a new tax base to replace the 
oil dollars that kept the state afloat for the 
past century. - Richard Whittaker 

Elsewhere Under the Dome 

Warren Buffett turned up last week to strong-arm 
lawmakers to allow his automotive dealerships to sell 
cars one of his other companies manufactures. Under 
current law, such direct sales are illegal, but SB 2279, 
nicknamed the Buffett Bill, would create an exemption 
just for the Omaha billionaire... Joe Basel, founder of

Click It, Kids

Seat belts save lives. That’s a simple fact, backed by 
decades of research, and it’s nonsensical that they are 
not standard on school buses. Not only would students 
be safer in cases of accident, but research also shows 
that seat belts cut down on disciplinary issues and 
on-bus bullying. 

Texas already has a school bus seat belt law: In 2007,1 
makers passed HB 323, known as Ashley and Alicia’s Law, 
establishing a grant program for districts to add three-po 
seat belts on all new buses. Rep. Phelan’s new bill simply 
works from the principle that, after a decade of HB 323, and with such safety features 
now required on commercial buses, it’s time for districts to make this standard. It heads 
to the House Transportation Committee this Thursday, April 27; in a positive sign, its 
Senate companion, Senate Bill 693 by Sen. Sylvia Garcia, D-Houston, passed out of the 
Senate on Wednesday. 

Movement on Phelan’s bill has brought out the anti-seat belt brigade, which argues 
that seat belts won’t save all lives in all crashes. While not quite on par with the anti- 
vaxxers who claim that the MMR vaccination causes autism (spoiler alert: it doesn’t), 
their complaint is akin to saying you wasted your time getting inoculated for measles 
when you still came down with malaria. - R.W. 



STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION EVOLVES 


Here’s a sentence seldom seen over the past few 
decades: Science advocates are praising the Texas 
State Board of Education. Such insanity is the 
result of the SBOE’s recent vote to scrap wording in 
high school biology standards that instructed students 
to challenge evolution. The issue dates back to 2009, 
when the 15-member body - then led by a young-Earth 
creationist and influenced by intelligent design advo¬ 
cates at the Discovery Institute - opened the door 
for anti-evolution arguments in science textbooks by 
adding a new curriculum requirement that students 
must examine “all sides of scientific evidence.” 

After months of pressure from an SBOE-appointed 
science review committee made up of educators and 
scholars, the board unanimously agreed on April 21 to 
strike the “all sides” language, as well as the term 
“evaluate” in two places: when it comes to the com¬ 
plexity of cells (that got replaced with “compare and 
contrast scientific explanations”) and when students 
are looking at scientific explanations of the origin of 
DNA (replaced with “examine”). Committee member 


and Southern Methodist University evolutionary anthro¬ 
pologist Ron Wetherington deemed “evaluate” a 
“dog whistle” for ideological groups to impose their 
creationist agenda. “For the first time in decades, the 
science standards contain no controversial student 
expectations and represent mainstream science,” he 
said. “Also for the first time, the board reached out to 
teachers for ongoing comment on their amendments 
and paid attention to the experts in the classroom.” 

The Texas Freedom Network, progressive watch¬ 
dogs and perennial critics of the SBOE culture wars, 
issued rare praise for the board. “The politicians on 
the state board have finally listened to scientists and 
classroom professionals who know what students 
need to get a 21st century education,” said TFN 
President Kathy Miller. “This is an important victory 
for science, for science education, and most impor¬ 
tantly, for Texas students. The culture wars have no 
place in our classroom, and today’s decision is one 
important step toward this board recognizing that.” 

- Mary Turn a 
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the American Phoenix Foundation group, which tried 
to get secret film of Texas lawmakers last session, is 
headed to prison. Judge Karin Crump told Basel last 
week that he must report to jail every weekend for fail¬ 
ure to hand over the shady organization’s financial 
reports. Basel was also the subject of complaints to the 
Texas Ethics Commission last year as president of the 
Austin4AII PAC that attempted a recall of CM Ann 
Kitchen... The Travis County District Attorney’s Office 
is investigating who sent seemingly forged letters to 
lawmakers from people claiming to support school 
vouchers. Suspicions were raised when Rep. Drew 
Springer, R-Muenster, received 500 questionable mail¬ 
ers, including one from someone claiming to be former 
state rep and voucher opponent Rick Hardcastle, who 
told Springer he never sent such a letter... In an effort 
to speed up passage of “sanctuary cities” bill SB 4, 
Republicans on Monday attempted unsuccessfully - 
not once but three times - to cut off the amendment 
deadline for this week’s floor vote on the bill. A 
lengthy debate was still ongoing Wednesday over the 
Abbott-supported bill that would unfairly target cities 
that don’t comply with all federal immigration policies. 
... Four days ahead of the floor vote on SB 4, Rep. 
Victoria Neave, D-Dallas, began a hunger strike to 
protest the bill. The issue is personal: Her father, now a 
U.S. citizen, entered the country as an undocumented 
immigrant... Will we soon see a Selena exhibit? The 
Senate passed SB 1147, which would prompt the cre¬ 
ation of a Texas State Music Museum in Austin, fund¬ 
ed by a private foundation. The bipartisan legislation, 
authored by Sen. Kirk Watson, D-Austin, and Sen. 

Kelly Hancock, R-North Richland Hills, now moves to 
the House for consideration... Uber and Lyft can’t stop 
making news in Texas. As rideshare bill HBIOO inches 
closer to passing (and therefore overriding local ordi¬ 
nances), the TNCs are playing the amendment game. 
Last week, Rep. Tony Tinderholt, R-Arlington, proposed 
an amendment to the bill that would define “sex” as 
the “physical condition of being male or female.” 
Uber and Lyft said “Nope,” but neither went so far as to 
include an amendment specifically protecting the 
LGBTQ community. According to reps from both com¬ 
panies, their own nondiscrimination policies cover sex¬ 
ual orientation and gender identity... In a 20-10 vote, 
the Senate voted to abolish a state refugee agency. 
SB 260 by Sen. Don Huffines, R-Dallas, would shut 
down the Office of Immigration and Refugee 
Affairs and the Governor’s Advisory Committee on 
Immigration and Refugees. Gov. Greg Abbott with¬ 
drew Texas from the federal refugee resettlement 
assistance program last year, making the office, around 
since 1991, nonfunctional. (Nonprofits have since 
picked up the slack to help refugees.) The bill now 
moves to the House. - News Staff 
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Climate Change: Still Not a Hoax 

REDUCING CARBON EMISSIONS WITH AUSTIN ENERGY, 
WITHOUT THE FAYETTE POWER PROJECT 


This Saturday, people will gather in cities 
throughout the world to march and demand 
the United States and other governments 
take a stronger stance against the global 
threat of climate change. The day coincides 
with U.S. President Donald Trump’s 100th 
day in office; during that time, Trump has 
called climate change “a hoax” and pro¬ 
posed a budget that would cut roughly one- 
third of the Environmental Protection 
Agency’s funding and lay off 3,750 employ¬ 
ees. Trump has also signed executive orders 
aiming to dismantle Barack Obama’s 
Clean Power Plan, which requires that 
states reduce by one-third the carbon emis¬ 
sions of their power plants by 2030. Shortly 
after Obama’s EPA rolled that plan out, 27 
states, including Texas, sued the agency for 
overextending its jurisdiction. The case is 
currently being considered by an appeals 
court in Washington, D.C. A ruling could 
come down at any time. 

According to Kaiba White, a researcher 
and community organizer with Public Citi¬ 
zen (organizers of Saturday’s march, along 
with the Austin People’s Climate Mobiliza¬ 
tion and 350 Austin), the most straightfor¬ 
ward way to reduce carbon emissions is to 
cut coal out from energy production. Coal is 
certainly king when it comes to generating 
carbon dioxide, producing roughly twice as 
much as natural gas when processed. The 
Fayette Power Project (FPP), co-owned by 
Austin Energy and the Lower Colorado 
River Authority, is Austin’s most direct 
connection to dirty fossil fuels. The plant, in 
operation since 1979, is “by far” our city’s 
biggest source of greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions, said White, “and it accounts for about 
80 percent of Austin Energy’s greenhouse 
gas emissions. That’s why the local environ¬ 


mental community has put so much focus 
on it for years.” 

Among City Council members, Leslie Pool 
has been the most vocal advocate for that 
community. Last year, the District 7 CM led 
the charge to incorporate an accelerated 
timeline for phasing out the city’s invest¬ 
ment in Fayette as part of the city’s Com¬ 
munity Climate Plan (CCP). Austin is one of 
the few large American cities that owns its 
own electric utility, Austin Energy; Council 
serves as its board of directors. Pool said the 
relationship puts the city in a unique posi¬ 
tion to push an aggressive renewable energy 
agenda. “The federal government is inocu¬ 
lated from the concerns of the everyday 
man or woman on the street. Municipalities 
are not,” she said. “[My constituents] see the 
effects of climate change every day, and 
they want to protect their families, their 
neighborhoods - and frankly, the world.” 

The local activists organizing Saturday’s 
march told the Chronicle they hope to capi¬ 
talize on Council’s responsiveness to grass¬ 
roots interests to put pressure on the city to 
stay on track with its ambitious goal of car¬ 
bon neutrality by 2050. Not reaching that 
target, the CCP asserts, would jeopardize 
the health and safety of Austin’s future gen¬ 
erations. Without citizens organizing, said 
Shane Johnson, who’s helping coordinate 
Austin’s Climate Justice Week (ongoing), 
“Austin Energy gets bogged down in the 
typical bureaucracy, and they won’t get 
everything done on a timeline that reflects 
the urgency of the climate threat in general 
and the impact that these fossil fuel plants 
continue to have on the people around them.” 

In June, AE staff will present to Council a 
road map for shutting down its two units at 
Fayette, with action beginning no later than 
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2022. But even if the city sticks to that 
schedule, the plant will continue operations 
under the management of the Lower Colo¬ 
rado River Authority, which does not share 
Council’s political incentive to cater to 
Austin residents. Its board is appointed by 
Gov. Greg Abbott to service Texans in more 
than 70 counties. That responsibility neces¬ 
sitates a degree of flexibility with regard to 
energy sources. It also cultivates an air of 
financial pragmatism among LCRA’s lead¬ 
ership. LCRA Vice President for Public 
Affairs Bill Lauderbaek told the Chronicle, 
“FPP is currently operating economically, 
with operating revenues exceeding operat¬ 
ing costs. LCRA has every reason to believe 
that FPP will continue to operate in a posi¬ 
tive economic posture in the future.” 

In any case, shutting down Fayette might 
give coal-conscious Austinites some peace 
of mind, but it wouldn’t do much to change 
the amount of coal-fueled energy residents 
use. “There’s this lingering, old-fashioned 
idea that [AE] plants service [AE] custom¬ 
ers, but it hasn’t been that way for 20 years,” 
said AE spokesperson Robert Cullick. 
Unlike other states, Texas has its own power 
grid; it’s managed by the Electrical Relia¬ 
bility Council of Texas. The majority of the 
energy generated by it is consumed by 
Texas cities; only a quarter of it comes from 
coal plants. “Even if [Fayette] goes away,” 
said city Climate Program Manager Zach 
Baumer, “we’re still going to be buying 
power from the ERCOT grid. People still 
need electricity, day and night, cloudy or 
windy. That’s why we need to focus on 
improving energy efficiency and green 
building, as well as local generation.” 


March organizers don’t disagree with tak¬ 
ing a holistic approach to renewable energy, 
but Johnson said many activists have 
recently shifted away from prioritizing effi¬ 
ciency and preservation, toward being more 
justice-oriented. The direct actions taken in 
Standing Rock against the Dakota Access 
Pipeline helped restore the environmental 
ideal of supporting those most affected. “If 
we let the market dictate our [environmen¬ 
tal goals], we’ll continue to see this rampant 
consumerism that perpetuates this need for 
individuality at the expense of other peo¬ 
ple,” said Johnson. Consumerism “distracts 
people from fighting against various injus¬ 
tices in society, because they’re too focused 
on getting what they want. What we should 
be doing is connecting with our neighbors 
and fellow community members.” 

That’s clearly not a model agreed upon by 
the current White House, which issued a 
swift approval of the Dakota pipeline in 
February. White said she doesn’t expect the 
Trump administration to be swayed by the 
demands of climate march participants, but 
that senators and representatives could be. 
“I have limited expectations as to how it will 
change actual administrative actions, but I 
do think it could have an impact on federal 
legislation,” she said. 

The problem with implementing legisla¬ 
tion, even at the local level, is that it takes 
years. According to most climate scientists, 
the world doesn’t have that much time to 
wait. - Joseph Caterine

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AISD Board: Next up for SaldaAa’s Vacant Seat 



Mariachis, a choir, and a plaque: The 
Austin Independent School District board 
room was surprisingly raucous Monday, April 
24, for Vice President Paul Saldana’s final 
meeting before he quit. Now the search is on 
to appoint his successor before summer 
vacation. Whoever’s appointed will fill the 
remaining 14 months of Saldana’s term. 

The board had time to ready his exit. The 
District 6 trustee (representing Southeast 
Austin) announced on April 7 that this, his 
100th meeting, would be his last. Saldana 
said he intends to “refocus my efforts to 
spend more time with my family.” While that 
sounds like a political cliche, Saldana had 
often noted in the past that the extraordinary 
time demands of the board - often over 40 
hours per week - had cut into his personal 
and professional endeavors. 

In a final moment of political ribbing Mon¬ 
day evening, Saldana’s fellow trustees forced 
him to propose the motion for his own resig¬ 
nation, before accepting his resignation on a 
6-0 vote. (Trustees Jayme Mathias and 
Cindy Anderson were absent; Ted Gordon 
was away from the dais at the moment.) 

Board President Kendall Pace said she would 
accept Saldana’s exit with “great sadness, 
disappointment, mixed feelings, and I’m going 
to pout about this.” Gordon, now the only 
minority trustee, called Saldana “in many ways 
the conscience of this board.” Praising his 
departing colleague’s pivotal role in developing 
a districtwide equity self-assessment and in- 
house (and historically underutilized) business 
program, he told Saldana: “It has been an 
honor and privilege to serve with you.” 

Platitudes dispensed, trustees now 
endeavor to fill the vacant seat. The board 
has already faced pressure - first, overt calls 
for an appointment, rather than a special 
election; and second, suggestions that the 
board needs to keep at least some Hispanic 
representation. In an April 24 letter backing 
the appointment process, City Council mem¬ 


bers Delia Garza, Pio Renteria, and Greg 
Casar asked that trustees “strongly consider 
finding an advocate for the Latino communi¬ 
ty.” Equally, the Greater Austin Hispanic 
Chamber of Commerce called for an 
appointment “reflective of the community that 
it serves, which is the Hispanic population.” 

There is recent precedent for appointing rath¬ 
er than electing an interim successor. In 2015, 
the board appointed Yasmin Wagner to finish 
the unexpired term of the late Robert 
Schneider. But that situation was slightly dif¬ 
ferent: Schneider’s term was supposed to run 
through 2018, but the board only appointed 
Wagner (who had just lost to Schneider in a 
tight two-horse race in 2014) to a curtailed 
term, and she had to run for re-election in 
2016. Saldana’s term is scheduled to end next 
year. However, as the district is planning to put 
a bond to voters this coming November, they 
could conceivably have placed his vacant seat 
on that same ballot. Trustee Amber Elenz said 
that she would prefer to go down that path, but 
with the high risk of a costly run-off election 
looming, she backed the appointment plan. 


The board has now set a May 8 deadline 
for applications for the vacancy, with a final 
selection scheduled for June 12. Eight 
names are already in contention: Former 
GAHCC chair Geronimo Rodriguez; Becker 
Elementary PTA president Maria Cantu 
Hexsel; Texas Democratic Party deputy chair 
Manny Garcia; former IDEA Allan principal 
and current Foundation Communities St. 

Elmo Neighborhood Project director Alejan¬ 
dro Delgado; retired firefighter Randy 
Moreno; Saldana’s FABPAC appointee 
Michael Bocanegra; and Saldana’s two 
challengers from the 2014 election: former 
Austin Council of PTAs chair Monica San¬ 
chez and former AISD coach Kate Mason- 
Murphy. Saldana has not yet formally 
endorsed anyone for the race.

Still Stronger 

On Tuesday, during a voting session at Commis¬ 
sioners Court, County Judge Sarah Eckhardt 
announced that ffStrongerTogether, the crowdsourc¬ 
ing campaign started by state Rep. Eddie Rodriguez, 
D-Austin, has raised nearly $136,000 since launching 
in February. The online fundraiser, overseen by Austin 
Community Foundation (which promotes philanthro¬ 
py in Central Texas), was created soon after Gov. Greg 
Abbott slashed a grant to fund criminal justice initia¬ 
tives in Travis County. Distribution of the funds will be 
handled by an advisory board, likely after May 9, 
when the court tackles program rebudgeting. 
Contributors can assign their donations to specific 
programs: Parenting in Recovery drug treatment 
court, Family Violence Accelerated Prosecution and 
Victim Outreach, Veterans Court, etc. “The advisory 
board will make every effort to honor preferences,” 
Eckhardt said. In some instances, however, the board 
will bundle assigned sums to “maximize the benefit 
of these generous donations.”

Abbott’s cuts came in retaliation to Sheriff Sally 
Hernandez’s January announcement that her office 
has reduced cooperation with ICE detainer requests. 
Abbott pulled the county’s remaining 2017 grant 
money, and the entire $1.8 million from the 2018 
budget. Eckhardt has repeatedly expressed her dis¬ 
appointment with the governor and state lawmakers, 
calling the result a “politically manufactured fiscal 
crisis.” But she maintains the Commissioners Court 
remains “deeply appreciative of [Rodriguez’s] efforts 
and all those who’ve contributed.... We will be here 
for our residents and do our job that the state has 
mandated that we do.” - Sarah Marloff

The ATX Co-op Taxi, six months into service

By the first Saturday night of South by 
Southwest, traveling around town had 
become a disaster for new visitors. On their 
way out of Austin-Bergstrom International 
Airport, streams of incoming conference 
attendees began to realize that the two most 
well-known transportation network compa¬ 
nies - Uber and Lyft - no longer operate in 
Austin, the effect of the city’s May 2016 vote 
to uphold certain ridesharing regulations. 
Making matters worse, that Saturday night 
the city’s budding ridesharing scene faced 
outright disaster when two of its fledgling 
companies - Fasten and RideAustin - 
crashed for the entire evening in a failed 
effort to keep pace with the demand. Coastal 
techies went berserk. Some pledged online 
never again to attend the conference. Said 
one attendee to KUT that weekend: “We 
ended up having to stand on the street like 
it was 1995 to get a frickin’ cab.” 

It was certainly a good night for the taxi 
industry, though. The city’s four franchises 
don’t rely on smartphone technology, and 
were therefore available to pick up the slack 
when the two TNCs went out of commis¬ 
sion. Head out into the Downtown streets 
that night (or the arrivals level downstairs 
at ABIA) and you would have seen yellow, 
white, and blue taxicabs whipping around 
for new fares. Most prominent, perhaps, 


were the relatively new lime green cabs 
belonging to ATX Co-op Taxi. The coopera¬ 
tive franchise, which first went into service 
last October after a lengthy bout of negotia¬ 
tions with City Council, believes it can com¬ 
bine the stability of street-hail pickups with 
a commitment to TNC-style technology that 
more traditional cab companies now lack.

Such a commitment recently manifested 
in the form of ATX Taxi, the co-op’s ride- 
hail app, which hit iOS app stores last 
Monday. (Google rejected the bid for rea¬ 
sons pertaining to intellectual property. 
Co-op board members are currently work¬ 
ing on a fix.) The app is modeled much like 
your standard TNC template. Should it 
ever fail, as happened with Fasten and 
RideAustin during SXSW, the co-op can fall 
back on its full-time dispatch system - 


staffed with call-takers at an office just like 
any taxi franchise. 

“This is the main reason why we are even 
created,” said Nega Taddesse, a board mem¬ 
ber. “We don’t want to throw away the old 
traditional taxi service way. But we will also 
try to be technologically advanced.” 

Getting to this point has been an uphill 
battle. Before the co-op was approved, there 
were efforts from existing franchises to 
squash any deal from happening. In May 
2015, for instance, Yellow Cab circulated a 
petition to “Preserve Austin Taxi Drivers’ 
Living Wage,” with the presumptive warn¬ 
ing that a fourth taxi franchise would ruin 
the longstanding industry. It didn’t work. 
Last summer, after Council approved a res¬ 
olution to establish the taxi co-op, execu¬ 
tives from existing franchises engaged in 
stall tactics designed to thwart the co-op’s 
progress, telling drivers that it would take 
months to remove contracted equipment 
from their cars so that they could join the 
co-op. The imposition posed an immediate 
threat to the co-op’s future; the city had 
required that the new entity put the bulk of 
its permits to use fairly quickly. Co-op orga¬ 
nizers threatened to remove the other fran¬ 
chises’ systems themselves. Taddesse said 
the other companies’ warnings of delays 
went away shortly after that. 


“[The franchises] still see us as protest¬ 
ers,” he says. “They still don’t think we are 
their business competitor now. They don’t 
believe that it’s over. And we still have to 
fight them.” 

“WE HAVE NOT BEEN LYING” 

Austin’s private transportation scene 
drove on a different road map as recently as 
three years ago. Uber, the largest TNC in 
existence, had just begun bulldozing its 
way into the market in time for South by 
Southwest in 2014. Uber, along with Lyft, its 
primary international competitor, took up 
permanent (albeit illegal) residence in the 
city that June. At the time, the three local 
cab companies - Yellow Cab, Austin Cab, 
and Lone Star Cab - had grown used to the 
dreaded business of squeezing more per¬ 
mits out of City Council, then an at-large 
body prone to making somewhat illogical 
concessions for particular franchises (check 
“Council: Call Me a [Lone Star] Cab!” April 
13, 2007). 

It would take the city roughly one year to 
realize the ways in which its strict limits on 
the number of cabs on the road had been 
rendered effectively obsolete by the pres¬ 
ence of Uber and Lyft. In the era before 
TNCs, taxi companies unevenly split rough¬ 
ly 900 permits, and it was a rigorous process 
going before Council to secure more. The 
TNCs rode into the market without that 
restrictive barrier to entry. Council eventu¬ 
ally passed language making it easier for 
companies to request additional permits. A 
2015 update to the franchise agreements 
created certain performance metrics (like 
providing rides to the disabled) that compa¬ 
nies could hit to earn more permits. In a 
Statesman article that March, Yellow Cab 
General Manager Ed Kargbo issued the city 
a big I-told-you-so: “The cab companies 
have been making the argument for years 
that there was a need for more taxicabs in 
Austin. [The city] finally found out that we 
have not been lying.” 

The city at the time was seeing renewed 
energy from taxi drivers, who’d awoken 
from a lengthy bout of industry compla¬ 
cency to find that drivers were quickly los¬ 
ing customers to Lyft and Uber, a decrease 
in income only magnified by the steep 
weekly terminal fees that drivers must pay 
out to their contracting company. Mayor 
Pro Tern Kathie Tovo, the only holdover 
from the at-large Council, said momentum 
began building for industry change before 
TNCs. She noted the evolution of the Taxi 
Drivers Association of Austin, the local cab¬ 
bie union, which was founded in 2009 and 
partnered with the AFL-CIO in 2013. 

“I would really attribute it more ... to the 
drivers themselves becoming more active, 
more engaged, more organized, and really 
joining together and advocating for policy 
changes,” she said. “We worked with them 
to incorporate several of the ideas they sug¬ 
gested into our policies, such as having a 
clean-up fee. There are a couple of provi¬ 
sions along those lines that addressed some 
of the needs from drivers who were really 
struggling financially to make ends meet.”

After the re-formed 10-1 Council took 
over in 2015, the TDAA successfully lobbied 
to authorize the creation of a brand-new 
fourth taxi franchise. ATX Co-op Taxi was 
born from those discussions. It was built to 
honor a single mission: Each member holds 
an equal stake in the company. Decisions 
are made through a voting process, and 
everybody’s vote counts as equal. Members 
are governed by a nine-person board, which 
focuses on co-op policy, and each board 
member selects an appointee to an execu¬ 
tive committee (still in formation). Everyone 
involved with the co-op drives a cab. 
Because of that, said Hassan Aruri, a former 
Yellow Cab driver and TDAA board member 
who now serves on the board of the new 
co-op, even field actions taken by leader¬ 
ship will be made for the benefit of the 
entire membership. What’s good for drivers 
is good for drivers. 

Since its October launch, the co-op has | 
been the center of driver optimism. Its driv- S 
ers (as well as a few straw-polled from other < 
franchises) expressed hope that the taxicab 5 
industry is now not only here to stay, but in 
a position to flourish among the TNCs, 
while at the same time protecting member¬ 
ship interests. “We’re not really a private 
company out there to suck people’s money 
that’s not ours,” said Aruri. “We’re out there 
for social justice.” 

THE RUBBER MEETS THE ROAD 

The co-op began in October with only 25 
drivers in its fleet. Now its lime green taxis 
are a staple at the airport. Drivers cruise 
down thoroughfares and Downtown streets. 
Like Yellow Cab before them, the co-op has 
successfully used its eye-catching color to 
boost its on-street marketing. “It kind of 
had people asking, Who is this company? 
Why am I seeing all these cars every¬ 
where?”’ noted Lee Davila, a staffer in the 
city’s Transportation Department. 

The co-op’s headquarters on Cameron 
Road offers a glimpse into the enthusiasm 
drivers have built up in that short time. 
Drivers rush in and out of the office, filling 
out information, and going through the pro¬ 
cess of onboarding as full-fledged members. 
That includes getting outfitted with a tablet to 
handle transactions, running a cool $179 each, 



or around $80,000 for the entire fleet. (The 
co-op claimed a membership of more than 500 
drivers when this story went to press.) That’s 
just one technological investment the co-op 
has made. Members have also put resources 
into a newer version of the standard MTData 
dispatch system. Yellow Cab, said Aruri, uses 
an older version of that same program. The 
co-op’s model is similar, but has earned posi¬ 
tive feedback from tenured drivers. 

The co-op has also incurred operational 
costs. Members hired a general manager to 
free the board’s time up for policymaking 
(and running fares). But the majority of 
membership fees go to commercial insur¬ 
ance, which accounts for $53 of each driv¬ 
er’s $131 weekly terminal fee; a little over 
$6,000 from drivers paid to the co-op every 
year. Aruri, who’s been an Austin cabbie for 
six years, said he used to pay Yellow Cab 
between $16,000 and $17,000 a year - more 
than $300 in weekly fees. 

When the co-op was created, the Austin 
Transportation Department equipped it 
with 548 permits, the most of the four local 
companies. According to city staff, Yellow 
Cab currently claims the second highest 
number of permits (514). Austin Cab has 
240; Lone Star has 161. But co-op members 
question whether the other companies 
today continue to run at full capacity. City 
staff can only confirm the estimated num¬ 
ber of permits a franchise has, not how 
many cars each company puts on the road. 
Representatives from Yellow Cab did not 
return requests for comment on this story, 
but the number of drivers defecting that

franchise specifically to join the co-op leads 
Aruri to believe that the other two are hav¬ 
ing a hard time keeping drivers, an assess¬ 
ment Austin Cab General Manager Ron 
Means doesn’t dispute. 

“Of course we are [losing drivers],” said 
Means, by now a lifer in the local cab game. 
“Because the city gave out 548 permits to an 
untested group of people who are charging 
a lower rate and promising ownership to 
these guys. Everyone wants to be an owner.” 

WHO DOESN’T WANT TO BE AN OWNER? 

But Means will not concede that the ATX 
Co-op is the new way forward. What its 
members don’t understand, he said - and 
haven’t understood throughout the co-op’s 
onboarding process - are the potential lia¬ 
bilities it will face when its drivers run into 
trouble. Means also warned against the hid¬ 
den costs of running a franchise - like acci¬ 
dents and driver misconduct - that you 
don’t learn until you’ve run one. “The prob¬ 
lem is [the co-op] promised them this low 
rate, but [the drivers] don’t realize they 
could lose everything they have,” he said. 

Means said he hopes the co-op stays in 
existence. The alternative, he said, would 
hurt the market. He also recalled wanting to 
form his own co-op in 1984 with drivers 
from Harlem Cab. The idea didn’t come to 
fruition, he said, due to intervention by the 
other companies. (His family ended up buy¬ 
ing Harlem out, and renaming it Austin 
Cab.) “We didn’t understand the nature of 
the business,” Means recollected. “We didn’t 
understand the costs. We didn’t understand 
the liability. There was a lot of stuff we 
didn’t know. And it’s a lot of stuff those guys 
don’t know. They’re going to find out one 
day. They’re going to get a big lawsuit, and 
they’re not going to be able to pay it. And 
it’s going to be a big problem.” 


Taddesse called the idea that the co-op 
doesn’t have sufficient insurance “abso¬ 
lutely false.” He said Means’ charge is 
another example of the cab companies 
thinking “we are just a bunch of cab drivers 
that just got into a business that we don’t 
know.” In addition to liability insurance, 
co-op drivers are also protected with bodily 
injury coverage. The co-op offers full insur¬ 
ance coverage to those who wish to buy it. 

Lone Star Cab, which won approval from 
Council in 2007, was conceived as a “hybrid” 
of the corporate and co-op models. Drivers 
could choose to buy shares of the company, 
or simply drive for it, as they did for other 
franchises. It didn’t offer automatic owner¬ 
ship share like the structure at ATX. 
Solomon Kassa, who runs the company, 
said Lone Star Cab restructured in 2012 in 
an effort to make more money. Doing so was 
made difficult by regulations Council 
imposed on the company, particularly the 
strict caps on permit allocation. 

Kassa declined to speculate when asked if 
the co-op’s model could be sustainable. He 
questioned its actual influence, charging 
that members “didn’t change the service” 
and have done nothing to fill any service 
gaps. What concerns him more, he said, is 
what he calls a “double standard” in how the 
co-op and the other franchises are treated 
by the city. None of the other companies had 
the benefit of the “blank check” the co-op 
was given with so many permits, he said. 

So just how successful has the co-op 
been? The Chronicle filed an open records 
request to obtain ridership statistics for the 
three franchises and the co-op over the last 
six months to find that out. The request 
remains pending after one of the franchises 
asked that their statistics be kept private, 
and sought a ruling from the state’s attor¬ 
ney general. An official with the Transport¬ 
ation Department said the franchise’s 
request for an AG ruling is a precedent set 
by Uber, which successfully argued to the 
AG that such information is proprietary. 
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Means warned against the validity of such 
data anyway, especially when it comes to 
the number of drivers each company cur¬ 
rently has on the road. “They’re going to lie 
to you,” he said. “Don’t even bother writing 
numbers down, because they’re not going 
to tell you the truth.” 

THE FINAL PHASE 

Means, Kassa, and co-op members agree 
that the industry would rather continue 
working in the age of TNCs. The co-op’s 
board believes it can survive alongside the 
new ridesharing movement. Doing so will 
require that drivers rebuild their reputation 
as dependable stewards after years of accu¬ 
sations that they provide poor customer ser¬ 
vice. The sleek interface of the TNCs made 
cash-only cabs, without access to superior 
navigation - and whose driver might balk at 
a short fare - stand out in stark contrast. 

“We have to clear this image about this 
industry, and the cab drivers,” said Aruri. 
“There is really a bad image. We know it. 
There are certain sectors of this market that 
have been neglected by actually both cab 
companies and the TNCs.” Aruri noted ser¬ 
vice to those with disabilities. “When the 
TNC[s] came ... they found a hungry mar¬ 
ket. That’s because these companies were 
never interested in customer service, were 
never interested in technology.” 

One component of community outreach 
is the co-op’s commitment to surpassing 
the quota for wheelchair-accessible vans: 


Six percent of the fleet is required to be 
wheelchair accessible, but Aruri said the 
co-op has the potential to offer more ser¬ 
vice. Back at the Transportation Depart¬ 
ment, Davila complimented the cab indus¬ 
try as a whole, saying that the franchises 
are often “at the forefront” of disability 
access. “A regular, average TNC driver, 
sometimes they’re not informed about what 
certain accessibility requirements someone 
may need. ... [Cab drivers] are constantly 
making improvements to help out the 
handicapped community and those people 
needing accessibility requirements.” 

With the new app and dispatch system 
fully operational and a new general manag¬ 
er installed, the co-op’s board will refocus 
its attention toward marketing. That 
involves partnering with community groups 
in need of rides. The board has opened com¬ 
munication with People’s Community 
Clinic. “We do want to partner and offer 
special services to the nonprofit organiza¬ 
tions that do outreach to the community,” 
he said. The co-op structure is conducive to 
that kind of arrangement, he said. Drivers 
work out themselves what sort of discounts 
they are willing - and financially able - to 
provide to riders. 

“We want to reach every sector of this 
market, especially the underserved and 
underprivileged,” he said. “We want to reach 
out to them. We want to make ourselves 
available to them. The way [we’re] supposed 
to be.” ■

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Jason Sexton told KFSM-TV in Fort Smith, Ark., in April that he alone had 
been digging the massive hole neighbors noticed, now 34 feet deep and with 
separate tunnels extending off of the main hole. Police had come to check it 
out, since it was on another person's private property (and not the city's, which 
Sexton had assumed). Fie said he had been digging off and on for three years 
to get an answer to whether “the Spanish" had been in Fort Smith centuries 
ago, mining iron, and, if so, the site should therefore be a lucrative tourist 
destination. Sexton said he felt he had to give his explanation: “Nobody in 
their right mind," he said, “would dig a hole [this big] for no reason." 


Training Day 

A June 2016 police raid on David Jessen’s 
Fresno County (California) farmhouse caused 
a $150,000 mess when sheriff’s deputies 
and Clovis Police Department officers “res¬ 
cued” it from a trespassing homeless man - 
with the massive destruction leading to 
Jessen’s lawsuit announced in March. The 
misdemeanant helped himself to an ice 
cream bar, some milk, and half a tomato, but 
was otherwise “unarmed”; however, by the 
time the police standoff ended, the “crime 
scene” included more than 50 cop cars, a 
SWAT team (and backups), two helicopters, 
standby ambulances, a police robot, and a 
crisis negotiation team. Windows, walls, and 
wrought-iron doors were destroyed; tear gas 
and a “flash bomb” were employed. (Jessen 
suspects that the farmhouse’s isolation 
enticed police to decide that it presented an 
excellent training opportunity.) 

Compelling Explanations 

“Pro-choice” activist Jessica Farrar, a Texas 
state legislator, introduced a bill in March to 
create consistency between the state’s rigor¬ 
ous regulation of women’s reproductive func¬ 
tions and those of men (regulation which, by 
the way, in either case she calls “invasive” 
and “unnecessary”). Because Texas’ anti-abor¬ 
tion laws highlight “procreation” as a crucial 
government interest, she believes male use of 
erectile-dysfunction drugs should be regulated 
as abortion is. Under her bill, individual use of 
Viagra or similar drugs must be preceded by 
“counseling” similar to that required by abor¬ 
tion laws, and since male masturbation 
involves the “wasting” of precious sperm cells, 
it, too, would require “beforehand” counseling. 


Crime Report 

At a time of growing awareness that some 
people seem almost addicted to their cell 
phones and instant 24/7 communication, 
police in Brookfield, Wis., released surveil¬ 
lance photos of a woman in the act of rob¬ 
bing banks on March 25 and 27 - while 
standing at teller counters and talking on 
the phone during the entire episodes. Acting 
on a tip from the photos, police arrested 
Sarah Kraus, 33, on March 28. 

College activist Pablo Gomez Jr., 22, was 
arrested in Berkeley, Calif., in March and 
charged with the brutal stabbing death of an 
elementary school teacher. Gomez, a senior 
at University of California, Berkeley, is well- 
known on campus for insisting on a gender 
identity for which (as an example) the pro¬ 
noun “he” is an inappropriate reference. 
(Hence, “they” was charged with what is so 
far the only homicide in Berkeley this year.) 

Paul Perry Jr., 39, sound asleep behind 
the wheel of his car, with the motor running, 
at 6am on April 2, was in no position to talk 
his way out of a DUI ticket, but did offer a 
gentle challenge to the Youngstown, Ohio, 
police officer. Several times, according to 
the police report, Perry offered to “thumb 
wrestle” the officer to get out of the ticket. 
From the report: “Perry was advised officers 
would not thumb-wrestle him.” 

Wait, What? A father, 43, and his son, 22, 
argued on April 9 about who would walk the 
dog at their home on Chicago’s South Side. 
They apparently thought to settle the issue 
with a gunfight, and police, who recovered 
the two weapons, said both men received 
multiple wounds. The son was killed, and 
the father was in critical condition. 


Leading Economic Indicators 

The eight elite Ivy League universities are 
better thought of as “hedge fund[s] with class¬ 
es,” according to a March report by Open the 
Books, and thus there is little reason for tax¬ 
payers to have given them the more than $41 
billion in grants and entitlements they 
received over a recent six-year period. The 
schools are already legendary for their $119 
billion “endowments” (based on donations 
from alumni and aggressive investment). 
Those endowments are enough, according to 
Open the Books, that (assuming donations 
continue to arrive at the same pace) schools 
could provide free tuition to every student in 
the eight schools - in perpetuity. (Even if no 
new donations are made, the eight schools 
could provide such free tuition for 51 years.) 

The Foreign Press 

1) Village police in Bangladesh arrested 
Yasin Byapari, 45, in January on the com¬ 
plaint of his wife - after she had learned that 
she was not, as he had told her, his second 
spouse, but rather the 25th of his 28. (Police 
found him at the home of No. 27.) The accus¬ 
er said she had, through sleuthing, tracked 
down 17 of her “competitors.” 2) A male 
schoolteacher reported in February that he 
had been kidnapped by four women near 
Lupane, Zimbabwe, drugged with a beverage 
and sexually assaulted, in what appears to 
be a return of the “sperm bandits” said to 
operate in the area; previously, police set up 
roadblocks and arrested three women with 
31 condoms full of semen. 

Ironies 

Federico Musto was suspected recently by 
Wired.com of audaciously inventing academic 
credentials to help land his job as CEO of the 
company Arduino (a circuit-board manufacturer 
popular in the computer industry among cod¬ 
ers creating, among other things, robots and 
motion detectors). Arduino’s work is “open 
source” - creating hardware that others, by 
design, can exploit and modify for their own 
loftier projects. It might thus be said that 
Musto’s claimed academic “accomplishments” 
(his so-called MBA from New York University 
and claimed Ph.D. from MIT) are themselves 
the product of his having “open-sourced” his 
own, previously modest curriculum vitae. 

Bright Ideas 

In January, local government and sexual- 
assault critics unveiled a consciousness-rais¬ 
ing exhibit on Mexico City’s trains: a plastic 
seat onto which is subtly molded contours of 
a male body, except with genitals sharply 
exposed. (Men supposedly have been spot¬ 
ted absentmindedly lowering themselves 
onto the seat only to leap up in shock.) A 
note on the floor by the body read (in 
Spanish): “It’s uncomfortable to sit here, but 
that’s nothing compared to the sexual vio¬ 
lence suffered by women on their commute.”

Keeping art alive takes cash. Since its 
founding in 1965, the National Endowment 
for the Arts has supplied money to artists 
and organizations all over the U.S., the 
Texan art scene prominent among them. 
Since 2010, Austin alone has received close 
to $11 million in NEA grants. Through this 
number, it’s clear to see that the city owes at 
least part of its reputation as a creative 
capital to the federal government. 

However, now the value of this support is 
being questioned. A call by President 
Trump to eliminate the NEA from the fed¬ 
eral budget has reopened the controversy 
around the worth of the arts agency. While 
Trump does not have final say on the bud¬ 
get, his very proposal for such a cut indi¬ 
cates a shift in the way arts funding is per¬ 
ceived, and, as with so many other issues 
now on the national stage, his position is 
being echoed in surprising numbers. That 
has artists and arts organizations in Austin 
on high alert. 

Ann Starr, managing director of Forklift 
Danceworks, says that without the NEA, 
the local dance company simply couldn’t 


exist in its current form. “We’re estimating 
that about 40 to 50 percent of our funding 
comes either directly from the NEA or from 
other sources that are funded by the NEA,” 
says Starr. These other sources include the 
Mid-America Arts Alliance and larger fund¬ 
ing sources that wouldn’t even consider 
Forklift as an awardee without the credibil¬ 
ity of an NEA grant. “That’s why we say our 
projects wouldn’t have happened without 
them, because it really is true.” 

Forklift has received four grants from the 
NEA since it staged its first show in 2001 - 
evidence that the agency has repeatedly 
found value in the company’s mission of 
revealing art in everyday movement. 
Founder Allison Orr, along with associate 
choreographer Krissie Marty, craft Forklift 
productions to show the motions of people 
in their everyday work as dance - whether 
the subjects are gondoliers or trash collec¬ 
tors, baseball players or electrical linemen 
(the last two being groups that have benefit¬ 
ed directly from NEA grants). 


“It’s about everybody having access to 
art,” says Starr. “It’s more important than 
ever to build a true sense of community and 
help people see and appreciate others that 
are different to them.” The dances, and the 
conversations they provoke, allow Forklift 
to bridge gaps of understanding in people 
of different classes, races, or experiences. 

Case in point: the new collaboration 
between Forklift and the city of Austin 
titled My Park, My Pool, My City , which 
seeks to strengthen relationships between 
Austin’s citizens and the city, especially in 
the underserved communities of East 
Austin. The three-year project will begin 
this summer at Bartholomew Pool - the first 
historically integrated pool in Austin - then 
move to two other Eastside pools in subse¬ 
quent summers. In each setting, pool users, 
neighborhood residents, community lead¬ 
ers, and staff members of the city’s Parks 
and Recreation Department will develop a 
dance performance and 
engage in dialogue 
around equity issues, fis¬ 
cal challenges, and 
Austin’s aquatics sys¬ 
tem. “Everybody’s ready 
to talk when they see a 
performance,” says 
Starr. An NEA grant will 
provide $100,000, which 
will cover about a third 
of the project’s estimat¬ 
ed costs. 

Forklift is far from the 
only local NEA grantee 
that has seen its work in 
both artistic and political 
dialogues. Sam Sax, a for¬ 
mer fellow at the Michener Center for Writers 
and a recipient of an NEA individual artist 
grant, appeared in national news stories for 
attending a poetry vigil in New York. The 
event on March 15 protested the possible 
elimination of the NEA and called for work¬ 
ing poets to read outside of Trump Tower. 

Sax credits his individual artist grant of 
$25,000 in 2015 with giving him the confi¬ 
dence to begin work on a novel and finish 
two books of poetry - one of which is being 
released by Penguin this fall. “I’ve seen [the 
NEA] transform people’s lives and allow 
people to quit their shitty day jobs and just 
focus on their writing,” he says. 

However, even those who haven’t received 
an NEA grant fear the agency being shut 
down. At the New York vigil, Sax was the 
only artist who had been directly funded by 
the NEA, but standing with him were many 
who recognized the far-reaching conse¬ 
quences of its elimination. “It’s like an ecol¬ 
ogy,” Sax says. “If you remove one species, 
what in the food chain dies, what other 


predatory animals are allowed to thrive? It 
seems like neo-fascist, right-wing conserva¬ 
tive predatory animals.” 

The NEA has been threatened with elimi¬ 
nation before, but to those whose funding is 
at stake, this time feels different. The edi¬ 
tors of American Short Fiction, an acclaimed 
literary magazine based in Austin, feel par¬ 
ticularly unsettled as they await news on 
their recent grant proposal to the NEA. 
Co-editors Adeena Reitberger and Rebecca 
Markovits sought funding for a special 
issue devoted to emerging writers. But 
instead of celebrating the possibility of the 
project, they feel anxious over its prospects. 
“We’re in an unprecedented situation with 
this administration,” says Markovits. “It’s a 
lot less predictable and a lot less rational 
than in the past.” 

Moreover, notes Francie Ostrower, a pro¬ 
fessor at the LBJ School of Public Affairs 
and the UT College of Fine Arts, the nature 
of the current attacks 
against the endowment 
set this assault apart from 
its predecessors. In the 
past, “the debates over 
cutting were often domi¬ 
nated by controversies 
over what the NEA funds. 
This time around, argu¬ 
ments are being made 
that there is no rationale 
for government to fund 
the NEA at all.” 

While federal money is 
not the only means of gov¬ 
ernment funding avail¬ 
able to artists and arts 
organizations, the NEA as 
a federal agency also remains intimately 
tied with appropriations on the state level. 
“In order to receive NEA funds,” Ostrower 
says, “state legislatures have to match the 
National Endowment for the Arts appropri¬ 
ations. If the NEA funding is cut, it’s rea¬ 
sonable to say that state legislative match¬ 
ing funds in some states might also be 
affected.” In addition, state agencies that 
provide arts funding may receive funding 
directly from the NEA. The Texas 
Commission on the Arts generally receives 
10-13% of its $9.3 million budget from the 
federal agency. 

While the current political climate might 
lead some friends of the arts to assume the 
worst about the future of public funding, 
Anina Moore, director of communications at 
the TCA, believes in the power of the arts to 
span the aisle. “The NEA has made an 
impact in every legislative district in the 
nation,” she says. “That means there is some 
bipartisan support for them already. It’s just 
a matter of seeing where that process goes.”

However, when pressed on the possibility 
of the NEA actually disappearing, Moore 
says, “It may just mean a contracting of our 
budget.” The TCA is hesitant to go after 
private funding, even if that could supply it 
with more cash, because it would put the 
agency in competition with many of the 
organizations it seeks to help with its 
grants. That means no replacement for the 
federal funding that goes away, and the loss 
of cultural programs for many of the Texans 
who need them the most. “A lot of the NEA 
dollars that we use is targeted for rural com¬ 
munities, people with disabilities, senior 
citizens, ethnically minority organizations. 
We’re using those dollars a lot of the time to 
serve underserved communities,” Moore 
says. “Some of the stories that we get back 
from them make us feel like it’s the only 
way that something like that could have 
happened in a community.” 


For most of the organizations and artists 
mentioned here, only the most radical of 
retroactive budget cuts would affect their 
current projects, but the fear for future 
projects and future artists remains. 
They’re quick to discount the myth, per¬ 
petuated by opponents of public funding, 
that private donors would step in and 
replace the money lost by the NEA’s elimi¬ 
nation. “The thing is, we need private 
donors to step up either way,” says ASF’s 
Reitberger. “We can’t be held up, whether 
it’s our literary magazine or a different 
one, by one organization. The NEA is not 
enough on its own; private donors are not 
enough on their own.” 

Reitberger’s emphasis on working as a 
collective underscores the true beauty of 
the arts: They bring people together in 
unique and unpredictable ways. Cutting the 
NEA would be a tragedy not just for those 


who love art, but also for those who appreci¬ 
ate progressive change in our city. Speaking 
of Forklift’s East Austin pool project, Starr 
says, “The issues that the dance will raise 
can absolutely affect city policy. Which, 
when you think about that, it’s like, ‘Oh my 
gosh, we’re artists, and we get to influence 
public policy,’ but it’s true. We’re trying to 
be this trusted, trusting partner for all par¬ 
ties, so we can make sure people’s voices 
are heard, and they’re aware of the com¬ 
plexity of the issues.” 

The arts, whether creating content, empa¬ 
thy, or discussion (but mostly all three), 
have been a point of pride in Austin 
throughout its history, and part of the city’s 
legacy. Should the NEA be cut, the founda¬ 
tion of that legacy - because of the funding 
of that legacy - would change dramatically, 
as the people of Austin who make its art 
scramble to pick up the bill. ■ 


A Books Cook's Tour 

THE AUSTIN BOOKSTORE CRAWL GIVES READERS A NEW REASON 
TO SEEK OUT LOCAL LIT SELLERS by Rosalind Faires 


You wouldn’t expect Austin’s first bookstore crawl - a literary spin 
on the social pilgrimages usually reserved for pubs - to be the prod¬ 
uct of a University of Texas astronomy course. But the brainchild of 
English department students Hillary Sames and Walden Hagelman 
wouldn’t have found life without them meeting in an obligatory sci¬ 
ence class. “We sat one chair apart 
until maybe the last two weeks of 
class,” recounts Hagelman, “until I 
scooted over a chair, and said, 

‘Listen, do you want to be friends?”' 

The invitation was enthusiastically 
accepted, and the two stayed close 
while Sames took a self-described 
“hiatus” from Austin, during which 
she had an internship with a sci-fi/ 
fantasy book publisher in New York. 

There, she worked alongside Ellen 
B. Wright, who had just founded the 
Brooklyn Bookstore Crawl as a new 
way to celebrate Independent 
Bookstore Day (the last Saturday in 
April). Wright suggested that Sames 
bring the idea back to Austin, given 
the city’s reputation as a literary 
hub. So she did, realizing that in 
Hagelman, Sames had the perfect 
partner-in-crime to help realize her 
bookstore crawl dreams. “Hillary 
pitched this idea sort of vaguely at 
11:45 at night,” Hagelman recalls, 

“and I went home and looked it up 
and was like, ‘What actually are we 
talking about?”’ 

On the sheer number of and 
homegrown enthusiasm for its 
independent bookstores, Austin 
can give Brooklyn a run for its 
money. The big difference? 

Distance. “[In Brooklyn] you can 
walk to all of them,” admits Sames. The Austin Bookstore Crawl - 
which includes 14 stores, including all five Half Price Books loca¬ 
tions - spans more than 14 miles from north to south. While it will 
take an intrepid voyager to hit every store, the founders see the 
geographic range as a bonus. “It allows people to see Austin in a 


way they haven’t before,” notes Hagelman. “Each [bookstore]’s 
doing different work for the community.” 

And that’s not just in terms of locations but genres. Austin Books & 
Comics, Dragon’s Lair Comics and Fantasy, and Tribe Comics and 
Games are there to satisfy your superhero and sci-fi needs; Brave New 

Books and Monkeywrench Books are 
sparking curiosity and keeping Austin 
radical; BookWoman is a proud hub 
of feminist and queer community 
action; Malvern Books and Balcones 
Books entice visitors with poetry and 
rare finds; Half Price Books delivers 
amazing used book deals; and 
BookPeople has held the title of 
Texas’ largest independent book¬ 
store since 1970. Sames and 
Hagelman hope the Bookstore Crawl 
will coax readers out of their comfort 
zones. “Booksellers everywhere are 
kind of the same,” explains Sames. 
“They just like talking about books, 
about books that excite them. I feel 
like bookstores in general are safe 
places for everyone.” 

It’s easy as pie to join the April 
29 festivities: Just visit any of the 
local stores. Sames and Hagelman 
have upped the ante, though, by giv¬ 
ing “crawlers” a shot at a grand 
prize if they visit and complete scav¬ 
enger hunt tasks at three or more 
| stores. The truly committed, who hit 
o every store, get five drawing entries 
» for the grand prize: about 30 books 
> and comics from the participating 
\ booksellers, at least $200 worth of 
” gift cards, and assorted T-shirts, 

| bookmarks, notebooks, and bags. 
How will Sames and Hagelman 
spend the day of the crawl itself? Traveling store to store with a 
friend (“a mom friend - our biggest fans,” clarifies Hagelman), but 
there’s not much else they plan to do except enjoy the hubbub. “I 
think we’re just going to celebrate,” says Hagelman, with a laugh. 
“Just go to each one and go, ‘There’s our poster!”’ ■

Let’s talk about the chandelier crash. Who 
are we kidding, that’s why you see Andrew 
Lloyd Webber’s The Phantom of the Opera. 

It’s the chandelier crash with the big organ 
number. Music and singing and costumes and 
everything are great, but if it’s not a giant, 
flaming set-piece plummeting through the 
air over your head, it’s not the reason why 
Phantom is still going after 30 years. 

I’m not even going to apologize for loving 
a moment that had all the subtlety of a roller 
coaster, as the massive thing took a vertical 
drop of about 150 feet over the most expen¬ 
sive seats in the house. I knew it was com¬ 
ing, as did, I would imagine, almost everybody 
in the house. Still spectacular. Well played, 
set designer Paul Brown and lighting designer 
Paule Constable. Also, everybody who works 
in theatre: Be nice to your stage manager. 

The touring version currently in Austin is a 
restaging of the original, developed by pro¬ 
ducer Cameron Mackintosh and directed by 
Laurence Connor. It’s a grand production of 
a musical built on thin source material, but it 
brings out a compelling story. And an amazing 
chandelier drop. 

The musical may be named after the 
Phantom (Derrick Davis), but it’s Christine 
the ingenue (Katie Travis) whose transforma¬ 
tion drives the story. After a hissy fit from 
the company diva Carlotta (Trista Moldovan), 
Christine is plucked from the chorus to play 
the lead. For the first time, the Phantom 
steps out of the shadows for her only, bring¬ 
ing her to his underground home where, as an 
Angel of Music, he reveals her full potential. 

In the light of day, however, Christine 
falls in love with and becomes engaged to 
Raoul (Jordan Craig), Vicomte de Chagny and 
patron of the opera. Raoul likes the idea of 
a masked magician/composer giving private, 


nighttime voice lessons to his fiancee in the 
basement about as much as you’d expect. He 
decides to destroy the Phantom. 

Viewing this story in 2017 means seeing it 
within the context of specific abuse stories 
gone viral and pop psychology conversations 
about concepts like agency and narcissism. 
It’s hard to watch this production and root 
enthusiastically for Team Phantom in the 
Phantom-Raoul-Christine love triangle. He 
shows Christine the key to unlocking her 
potential as a singer, but the price is for her 
to live under the spell of a sorcerer. Though 
a genius and abused himself, the Phantom is 
neither gentle nor compassionate. He issues 
retribution at any suggestion of disloyalty. 

In comparison, Raoul is a grade-A bachelor, 
but then he decides to use Christine as bait 
to capture the Phantom. In the most romantic 
number, he sings, “Let me be your freedom.” 
He sings of guarding and guiding her, not act¬ 
ing as her full and equal partner. 

Christine’s dilemma is like that of the 
whole company. One imagines that they might 
simply run from the opera and the Phantom’s 
threats. But through him, their greatness as 
artists is realized. It’s an intriguing idea to 
see artistic work positioned as the drug that 
keeps them coming back for more, even if it’s 
not fully realized in the story. 

To describe Christine as only an object 
of abuse is to deny the power of her final 
actions, in which she seizes as much author¬ 
ity as is available to her. As Christine, Katie 
Travis charts the character’s growth cred¬ 
ibly. The texture in her performance and 
the thoughtfulness in the staging gives 
new dimension to the anguish in the duets 
between her and the Phantom. 

Also, that chandelier drop. Damn!

“MARIA CHAVEZ: STRING ROOM” 

Co-Lab Projects DEMO Gallery, 721 Congress

Maria Chavez’s “String Room” is a collection 
of steel piano strings pulled taut from floor to 
ceiling and neatly arranged into a traversable 
walkway. The wires gleam at a uniform angle, 
a forest of leaning lines making a delicate 
maze. The installation is structurally satisfying 
and complements the leaking, gutted interior 
of Co-Lab Projects’ DEMO Gallery space. 

Viewers are handed white guitar picks and 
invited to pluck the strings. We are being 
offered a musical experience, a chance to get 
inside the instrument and make music on a 
grand scale, like being allowed to climb inside 
a massive pipe organ and play Bach’s Toccata 
and Fugue in D minor from the inside out or 
to bang out Zeppelin’s “Dazed and Confused” 
from inside John Bonham’s bass drum. So 
it was with some anticipation - and some 
self-consciousness - that I plucked the first 
of Chavez’s strings. I’ll deploy a bit of ono¬ 
matopoeia to replicate the sound I got back: 
pbpbpbpbpbpbpbpbpb. That’s not exact, but 
you get the idea. The sound I received from 
the long string I plucked was toneless, sound¬ 
ing only like what it was: a thudding wire. 

I plucked at several more strings and 
received the same result. One of the more 
compelling details of the installation is the 
differing length of the wires. Some reach from 
the floor to the ceiling. Others are only one 
or two feet from the floor to a nearby wall. I 
plucked at wires of various lengths, hoping 
that would make a difference, as one would 
expect from a real piano. Unfortunately, if 
there was any variation, I couldn’t hear it. 

It’s incumbent on a viewer to go into any 
work under the assumption that the artist is 
in full control, and that idiosyncrasies in the 
piece are all part of the plan. Looking at work, 


especially if it is challenging, requires a kind 
of bottom-up approach, like trying to identify 
an object with one’s eyes closed. With this in 
mind, I attempted multiple avenues for excus¬ 
ing the concept behind Chavez’s piano that 
doesn’t play. Maybe the tone ranges were 
simply very subtle; maybe being able to play 
the instrument wasn’t as important as simply 
being inside an object I wasn’t supposed to 
be inside of; maybe real, identifiable tones 
would be too easy, like an exhibit in a science 
museum. If I want to play music, I can buy a 
flute. If I want to think about what music is, 
then there’s “String Room.” 

But unless a joke is being played on us, 
why hand out guitar picks? I watched as a 
woman and a young girl walked through the 
maze and played at the strings. They seemed 
befuddled, as was I, and I couldn’t help but 
be embarrassed, as though I were the one 
who’d raised their expectations. 

Chavez’s bio notes that “accidents, coin¬ 
cidence, and failures are themes that unite 
her sound sculptures.” It’s possible “Piano 
Room” is intentionally toneless. I’m reminded 
of John Cage’s “4’33”,” during which Cage 
sat at a piano without playing a note for the 
duration of the piece. The audience eventu¬ 
ally understood the game and were either 
awed by the tribute to the music of not-music 
or irritated that their time had been wasted. 
Either way, the work was extreme enough 
to make its point. If Chavez is attempting 
something similar, I’d suggest committing 
one way or another. Either give me music, or 
give me something that is aggressively not- 
music. What we seem to have is something in 
between: a dull, apologetic thrum that forgets 
to resonate. - Sam Anderson-Ramos

The International Waterlily Collection 

at Civic League Park in San Angelo is an 
oddity among the dry-land prickly pear cac¬ 
tus and mesquite of the West Texas desert. 

The world-renowned plant collection 
exists largely because of the efforts of one 
man - Ken Landon, a retired engineer and 
lifelong botanist. Landon traveled the world 
collecting seeds and specimens of water 
lilies. He developed the official Texas State 
Waterlily, provided the seeds to reintroduce 
the Lily of the Nile to its namesake river in 
Egypt, and is one of the pre-eminent water 
lily seed preservationists in the world. 

At any given time, the six ponds in the 
park are a colorful showcase of up to 150 
species. The flowers bloom in a rainbow of 
colors and sizes along with lily pads, some 
eight feet in diameter. The pools reflect 
only about 5% of Landon’s collection which 
encompasses close to 90% of all water lil¬ 
ies. Many of the plants have gone extinct 
in their native lands, but can be seen in 
the San Angelo ponds. 

The water lily season spans April to 
October, but the blooms can often be seen 
earlier and later in the year. The display 
peaks in late September when the city 
hosts the annual LilyFest (Sept. 23, 2017). 

The International Waterlily Collection is 
near the corner of West Beauregard 



Avenue (BUS US-67) and North Park Street 
west of downtown San Angelo and the 
Concho River. The park is free and open 
24 hours. The best time to see the flowers 
is in the morning, but some of the blooms 
only occur in the evening. See more info at 
www.internationalwaterlilycollection.com.

Growing Pains 

How Texas is Texas wine?

At the beginning of this month, over 30 Texas winemak¬ 
ers congregated with wine lovers at Featherstone Ranch in 
Stonewall for the second annual Texas Wine Revolution. 
The aptly named festival was started not only to celebrate 
rose made from 100% Texas-grown grapes, but to shed light 
on our state’s rapidly growing wine industry Through 
interactive panels, tastings, and discussions, consumers 
were also educated on a certain (pink) elephant in the room 
that has garnered increasing awareness in the past two 
years: Less than half of over 400 Texas wineries are making 
their wine from locally grown grapes. 

Currently, federal standards require that bottles labeled 
“Texas wine” must contain a minimum of 75% Texas-grown 
fruit, but state bills put forth by Sen. Dawn Buckingham 
(R-Lakeway) and Rep. Jason Isaac (R-Dripping Springs) 
could soon require that, over a phase-in period 
of five years, 100% of a wine’s volume 
come from Texas-grown fruit in order 
to claim the state as an appellation 
of origin. House Bill 1514 and 
Senate Bill 1833, the “Truth in 
Labeling Act,” were filed in 
February and are currently 
making their way through 
the 85th Legislature. 

“If we can pass this bill 
and make that Texas 
appellation truly mean 
that when you pour a 
glass of Texas wine, you 
are drinking Texas fruit, 
from Texas soil, grown by 
Texas farmers, we feel it 
will ultimately help pre¬ 
serve and grow our Texas 
wine industry,” says Rep. 

Isaac, who says the legislation 
came as a result of talking with 
several wineries and listening to 
consumers who were shocked to 
learn that a Texas wine label means, 
more often than not, that a wine was merely 
bottled in Texas using mostly local grapes. 

“Texans are proud of our state, and most people I know 
would be disappointed to know something labeled Texan is 
only partly Texan - particularly if it’s also from California, 
forgive my language,” Rep. Isaac explained to council 
members in a public hearing this past Monday, April 24. 
“You cannot go Texan with Texafornia wine.” 

If HB 1514 passes, no Texas wineries would be required 
to change their current business model, which could 
include sourcing grapes from outside the state. Their labels 
would simply need to state the source of the wine, and by 
2021 anything made from less than 100% Texas grapes 
couldn’t be labeled as such. Such a ruling would place 
Texas in the ranks of 20 respected winemaking regions 


across the globe that have committed to protecting the 
reputation of their products through appellation. 

“Every wine region in the world, emerging or estab¬ 
lished, has to build trust with the consumer, and that trust 
starts with the place of origin stated on the label,” says Rae 
Wilson, wine consultant and founder of Wine for the People. 
“If the Texas industry wants to build a reputation as a seri¬ 
ous emerging wine region - within or beyond its own bor¬ 
ders - truth in labeling is a fundamental step.” 

IN GOOD TINES AND BAD 

According to Alcohol and Tobacco Tax and Trade Bureau 
regulations, Texas winemakers can currently supplement 
their Texas juice with bulk juice purchased from other 
regions (usually California, where grapes are available 
at lower rates thanks to higher yields and less 
chance of frost). Opponents to HB 1514 
argue that our state’s unpredictable 
and extreme weather renders this a 
necessary allowance. 

“Texas is simply not yet 
ready for this to happen,” 
says Mark Hyman, 
president and CEO 
of Lubbock’s Llano 
Estacado, one of the larg¬ 
est and oldest wineries in 
Texas, producing 170,000 
cases a year. “The state 
has not demonstrated 
that we have long-term, 
sustainable, quality 
yields consistently, year 
after year, in an abundant 
enough supply to put this 
into effect just yet.” 

Hyman firmly contends 
that Texas should remain one of 
the 46 states abiding by the 75% 
federal minimum required to carry a 
state appellation. 

“The TTB’s federal ruling wasn’t arbi¬ 
trarily thought up,” he says. “It was put into place 
because so many states have the same problem as us with 
inclement weather, late spring frosts, supply and demand 
issues, and more.” 

Winemakers in favor of the bill maintain that weather 
challenges are simply par for the course with winemaking. 

“We have volatile weather to say the least, but necessity 
breeds innovation,” says Chris Brundrett, owner of William 
Chris Vineyards in Hye. WCV grows their own grapes in 
addition to working with 14 farmers from the High Plains 
to West Texas. They produce 25,000 cases a year, and they’re 
still the largest 100% Texas-grown winery in the state. 

“Half of the winegrowers and wineries are all about help¬ 
ing each other, all putting pressure on each other to get 


better every year,” says Brundrett. “The conversations we 
had this year versus what we were talking about three or 
five years ago are totally different. [We] are talking about 
water management and sun exposure and pressure bombs. 
Every year we’re getting better at making wine and better 
at growing grapes ... we have wind machines that have 
effectively saved two crops now.” 

Doug Lewis, owner of Lewis Wines in Johnson City, has 
also been committed to using 100% Texas-grown grapes 
since making his first vintage in 2010. And that’s not going 
to change, come frost or drought. 

“The idea that you should get enough grapes every year 
to make your wines the way you want to ... there’s nowhere 
on Earth like that,” says Lewis. “In any place where you 
have challenging vintages, you’ll see that those producers 
make hay when the sun shines, so to speak. They buy a lot 
of grapes in good years and make a lot of wine, and in bad 
years you should have enough wine in the cellar to make it 
through to the next year.” 

Additionally, the current statute allows the commissioner 
of agriculture the power to adjust the percentage in the 
event of a natural disaster depleting the supply of Texas 
grapes, and HB 1514 would preserve that allowance. 

“The bill does maintain the commissioner of agricul¬ 
ture’s authority to reduce the percentage in the event of an 
environmental catastrophe that devastates the supply of 
Texas grapes and makes meeting the 100 percent threshold 
truly impossible,” says Rep. Isaac. “That was no change to 
the current statute - at 75 percent - that can continue to be 
scaled back if the need arises.” 

Brundrett points out that the changing elements are just 
as important as terroir in telling the story of each bottle. “In 
the end, does weather really affect whether we’re going to 
be truthful or not?” he asks. He looks to Hilmy Cellars in 
Fredericksburg, who turned the lackluster bounty of a 
rough year (2014) into a new 50% California and 50% Texas 
red blend called Politics & Religion. 

“They’re a wonderful example of how truth in labeling 
can lead to great success,” says Brundrett. 

VARIETY IS THE SPICE 

In addition to adapting grape growing methods to with¬ 
stand fluctuating climates, more and more Texas growers 
are wising up to the types of grapes which are more likely 
to prove outstanding in the field. 

“In the Eighties, people planted varieties that were com¬ 
mon to the consumer and household names,” says Andy 
Timmons, who grows 350 acres of grapes for 15 different 
wineries, including his own label, Lost Draw Cellars. 
“Sometimes these varieties just didn’t fit our climate. 
Several years of spring freezes and the investors were done 
with vineyards, especially if they didn’t get paid for the 
grapes they did produce.” 

Three years ago, when the government stripped away 
cotton subsidies, career farmers such as Timmons (who 
started growing grapes in 2006) turned to growing wine 
grapes instead. 

“Tens of millions of dollars of vineyards have been plant¬ 
ed to help the tax base of this little county, which is very 
rural and very poor,” he says. “I’m able to pay people more 
than what I could if they were just doing cotton. Plus, we’re 
teaching them skills and it’s marketable down the road.” 

Timmons works with winemakers to plant varietals 
derived from regions similar in climate to Texas, such as 
Portugal, Spain, central Italy, and France’s Rhone Valley. 
Timmons has grown lesser-known varietals like Cinsault, 
Sangiovese, Picpoul, Vermentino, and Mourvedre with 
great success in the High Plains. 

“Only working with Texas grapes really forced us to take 
a hard look at what really does and doesn’t work here, and 
to embrace what is working here as opposed to trying to 
make something that can only be done once every four or 
five years,” says Lewis. “If I have to wait on Winery X to be 
able to buy Chardonnay from West Texas [for HB 1514 to

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pass], I’ll die before it happens because 
Chardonnay is never going to grow well in 
West Texas - not consistently.” 

“Saying we have to grow what sells is 
ludicrous,” says Brundrett. “Every day we 
spend talking about Texas Pinot Noir is a 
day we lose talking about Texas Mourvedre.” 

Brundrett, Timmons, and Lewis are 
among the Texas winemakers who have 
found the late-budding Rhone grape vari¬ 
etal to be a huge success in West Texas. 
Lewis recalls growers losing 80-100% of 
their Viognier and Chardonnay crops to 
freezes and hail storms in 2013, while those 
growing Mourvedre were left with above- 
average yields. 

“The general public doesn’t know what 
Mourvedre is,” says Brundrett. “But one of 
the many amazing things about Texas is we 
have 1,000 people a week come through our 
wineries who we get to educate about all 
these different varieties that are not as com¬ 
mon.” 

Patrick Whitehead, owner of Blue Ostrich 
Winery in St. Jo, is one of the opponents 
who believes the current 75% law is neces¬ 
sary to allow winemakers the flexibility and 
creative freedom needed to craft blends. 

“Many times we’re looking for something 
to enhance the color or character of a wine, so 
we turn to deep-colored varietals like Malbec, 
Petite Sirah, or Petit Verdot,” says Whitehead. 
“Most of the time Texas fruit does just fine on 
its own, but a winemaker always likes having 


a few options in his or her toolbox. We don’t 
want to lose that option.” 

Those for the bill argue that blends of 
varying origin are exactly what’s depreciat¬ 
ing Texas wine. “If you ask any professional 
wine buyers what’s wrong with Texas, one of 
the things they’ll tell you, if they’re being 
candid, is that they can’t ever tell if it is a 
Texas wine or not,” says Lewis. “People come 
to recognize the quality and characteristics 
of products that distinguish them from other 
ones and there’s value in those products.” 

Wilson, who teaches classes, offers wine 
support for restaurants and bars, and pro¬ 
vides an array of wine consulting services for 
producers and importers through Wine for 
the People, also stresses the utmost impor¬ 
tance place of origin plays in the wine world. 

“Place of origin, when we’re talking about 
wine, is very different than even the vari¬ 
ety,” says Wilson. “Chardonnay is a variety, 
but it’s grown all over the world. What 
makes it unique is when it’s grown in a 
place like Burgundy or Texas .... The great¬ 
est regions in the world are great because 
you can trust what that label says.” 

Julie Kuhlken, co-owner of Pedernales 
Cellars, says they’ve used almost entirely 
Texas-grown grapes since opening in 2006, 
and the 2016 vintage does use 100% state- 
grown fruit. Bringing small percentages of 
other fruit in previously was not only help¬ 
ful to creating flavor profiles, but in getting 
to know the limits and complexities of vari¬ 
ous varieties. 


“It is important to remember that Texas 
is so young as a wine region, we are still 
discovering what these grape varieties are 
capable of,” says Kuhlken. “Being able to 
make comparisons to what it is like to fer¬ 
ment fruit from other states is part of the 
learning curve .... Going to 100 percent 
Texas was a natural evolution of our wine¬ 
making once we had learned more about 
the grape varieties.” 


ALL POLITICS IS LOCAL 

Opponents of HB 1514 also insist that 
Texas, now with over 4,000 acres of vines, 
simply doesn’t produce the amount of 
grapes needed to require 100% local juice be 
used for state appellation. 

“Our state grape production is substan¬ 
tially less than the states from which we 
occasionally source wines for blending,” 
says Whitehead. “For example, Monterey 
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County, California - just one county - culti¬ 
vates 40,000 acres of grapes.” 

But supporters are quick to point out that 
Oregon only had 1,100 acres of vines when 
they passed the same law in 1978. And 
though Washington got a slower start (due 
to Concord grape growers lobbying to keep 
wine grapes from being grown) and didn’t 
pass a 95% law until 2009, the state’s wine 
industry has exploded as a result, growing 
by 40% in the past eight years. 

“Washington state grew faster [than 
Oregon] in the same window of time oper¬ 
ating with the federal standard of 75 per¬ 
cent until they were mature enough as an 
industry to pass the law in 2009,” points 
out Brian Heath, owner of Grape Creek 
Vineyards in Fredericksburg. “There is no 
doubt it will retard growth or possibly 
reverse the growth we are having. It is like 
giving a 12-year-old a driver’s license and 
sitting them on top of a stack of books to 
drive a car.” 

Heath says he has struggled to source 
Texas grapes since he first bought Grape 
Creek in 2006. In addition to the 15 acres 
planted on the estate they farm, Heath 
says they have 120 acres contracted in West 
Texas and purchase additional Texas 
grapes when available. But each year he 
inevitably turns to 
California and New 
Mexico to supplement 
with varietals that are 
in thin supply in Texas 
(such as Grenache) or 
in high demand but 
with unpredictable 
yields (like Cabernet 
Sauvignon). 

“Why not all Texas 
grapes? We can’t get 
what we want or need 
in the quantities necessary,” says Heath. 
“Many varietals are not available for pur¬ 
chase. Also, there is a quality issue for what 
is left. We have almost never been able to 
contract producing vineyards. We have to 
contract when planted and wait three to 
four years to receive grapes. The industry is 
nascent and it shows up in many ways.” 

When Timmons entered the business as a 
grower in 2006, there were 40 wineries, and 
Texas harvested 8,400 tons of fruit. He says 
the lack of Texas grapes was stressed at 
every meeting he attended. 

“It was such as issue that the state fund¬ 
ed grants to help people establish new vine¬ 
yards,” he says. “I took that to heart. My 
brother and I have personally helped neigh¬ 
bors and friends plant 1,500 acres in the last 
few years.” 

Today, Timmons says there are over 400 
wineries and 14,000 tons of fruit produced 
in Texas during a year with no major weath¬ 
er events, but he estimates that the High 
Plains alone has the potential to produce 
20,000 tons. Timmons and other supporters 
of HB 1514 assure that there are plenty of 
uncontracted grapes going to waste across a 
state that is bigger than France. Some Texas 
winemakers are even taking it upon them¬ 
selves to play matchmaker between winer¬ 
ies and growers. 


“There are currently hundreds of uncon¬ 
tracted acres - 600 or more, as far as I know 
- of Texas grapes,” agrees Benjamin Calais, 
owner of Calais Winery in Hye. He facilitat¬ 
ed grape purchase and drop-off for three 
wineries besides his own last year and says 
he would be glad to do so again. 

There’s so much excess, Timmons says, 
that members of the High Plains Grape 
Growers Association have been working with 
Rep. Dustin Burrows (R-Lubbock) on anoth¬ 
er bill, HB 2844, which would allow growers 
to process and store their unsold fruit with¬ 
out having to obtain a full winery permit. 

“I have been discouraging friends and 
neighbors from planting big acres in the last 
couple years because I can’t promise them 
they could sell the fruit,” he says. “There 
really is no limit to what we could plant. All 
we need is a functioning, transparent mar¬ 
ket and a clear demand for the product.” 

But the opposite is being foreshadowed 
by opponents of the bill, who have been 
discouraging growers to stand in its favor, 
lest they lose business from some of the big¬ 
gest wineries in the state. 

“It would be sad to see wineries in Texas 
give up on the state’s growers out of frustra¬ 
tion on an issue like this,” says Whitehead. 
“Why wouldn’t I source all the fruit from 
California anyway since 
I wouldn’t get to appel¬ 
late as Texas and I can 
pay $1,100 a ton instead 
of $1,900 a ton?” 

Nikhila Narra, owner 
of Narra Family 
Vineyards in 

Brownfield, has 140 
acres of grapes planted, 
and 60 of those acres 
are currently uncon¬ 
tracted. 

“Some of those acres were contracted, 
but when people found out that we were for 
this bill, they pulled out,” she says. “So not 
only does this hurt us as a grower, but eco¬ 
nomically [as a state]. That’s about $600,000 
just from my family alone that might not 
get to be produced and put back into the 
Texas industry.” 

Carl Money, owner of Pontotoc Winery in 
Fredericksburg, thinks these tactics are 
being used to bully growers into submis¬ 
sion. “[Wineries] will inevitably buy more 
Texas grapes as a consequence of this bill,” 
he assures. “Texans are buying Texas wine, 
in part, because they believe the grapes are 
grown in Texas. This bill will ensure that 
that is the case.” 

Seth Martin, the owner of Perissos 
Vineyard in Burnet, thinks phasing this bill 
in over the next five years would actually 
attract much needed capital investment into 
the planting of new vineyards. And David 
Kuhlken, winemaker at Pedernales Cellars, 
points out that the passing of a bill like this 
could be the push needed to develop Texas’ 
(thus far nonexistent) bulk market. 

“By staging in an increase of Texas appel¬ 
lation requirements, it will start to prime 
more demand for bulk in Texas and help to 
build this part of the Texas wine industry

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keeping these dollars in-state,” says 
Kuhlken. “It is fundamental to having a 
scalable and viable Texas wine industry and 
could have incredible positive economic 
impact for the state. My goal and hope is 
that Texas wine, made from Texas grapes, is 
something that can be available on menus 
and shelves across the state and beyond.”

The contrasting viewpoints from vintners 
across the state are splitting an industry 
that has grown tenfold in the past decade. 

“The old companies have had 30 years to 
change the industry, and there are new 
companies coming in who want to share 
Texas-grown wine,” says Brundrett. “The 
opposition is trying to make as much money 
as they can today. And the people who are 
for this bill - we’re thinking about our kids 
and the longevity of this industry.” 

“Basically, it comes down to bigger winer¬ 
ies who have a business model where they 
have wine shipped in from California in big 
tanker trucks, and that’s just easier for 
them to do that and pull the wool over the 
eyes of the consumer,” says Money. 

Hyman argues that the current 25% out- 
of-state allowance is necessary for bigger 
wineries like Llano Estacado, which does 
the bulk of its sales through distribution at 
grocery store chains, to keep its prices com¬ 
petitively low. 

“This doesn’t impact a small winery, most 
of which are fighting for this, because they 
do a bulk of their business inside their tast¬ 
ing rooms to a captive audience,” says 
Hyman. “We’re trying to compete with the 
industry giants out there - with Kendall- 
Jackson, Clos du Bois, Chateau Ste. 
Michelle, Robert Mondavi, Barefoot. 
There’s thousands upon thousands of 
brands in one of the most highly competi¬ 
tive industries in the world, all entering the 
state of Texas and trying to do business. 
And here we are already starting off at a 
pricing disadvantage.” 

Dave Clink, who’s been growing grapes 
in Gillespie County since 2004, compares 
this heated issue to predatory practices in 
the U.S. steel industry. 

“Evidently, the big wineries can buy 
grapes out of California for 740 bucks a ton 


and the Texas price is 1,600 bucks a ton,” 
says Clink. “So they’re bringing $700 a ton 
grapes into Texas to compete with us. If 
they did that in the steel industry, if they 
were bringing cheap China steel in to com¬ 
pete with the U.S. mills, put the U.S. mills 
out of business, they call that dumping.” 

Meanwhile, the bill’s biggest opponents 
insist that HB 1514 is a self-serving piece of 
legislation created by the smaller wineries 
trying to push their approach to business 
on the rest of the industry. 

“This isn’t about truth 
in labeling,” insists Heath. 

“It is about a small group 
trying to legislate their 
approach to business onto 
everyone else.” 

“It is disappointing 
and frankly a little 
embarrassing that a 
small group of winery 
operators have seen fit to 
take their agenda directly 
to the Legislature rather 
than allowing our industry, as a whole, to 
debate the merits of making such a change 
at this time,” says Whitehead. “I think we 
should really let the 350-plus wineries in 
the state of Texas take the next two years 
to sort it out through meaningful discus¬ 
sion and dialogue.” 

But Brundrett says his many efforts to 
discuss the issue properly in Hill Country 
Wineries Association meetings have been 
continuously shut down. “It’s definitely 
been difficult to navigate through fairly 
because of a bit of bias, which I find disap¬ 
pointing,” he says. 

“The main thing that’s really frustrating 
to me is that the people working day and 
night, fighting tooth and nail, to keep this 
from happening won’t come to the table and 


have an open conversation about how we 
can make this bill work for them,” says 
Lewis, also a member of HCWA. 

Incidentally, the association’s president, 
Paul Bonarrigo, is a vocal opponent to the 
bill and the owner of Messina Hof, one of 
the state’s first and largest wineries. 

“It is unfortunate that a small group of 
small wineries are using Legislature, 
media, and public forum to push their mar¬ 
keting through as law and slander the rest 
of the industry in the process,” Bonarrigo 
said at Monday’s hearing. 
“This has been the most 
divisive and damaging 
issue that has faced our 
industry in at least the 
past decade.” 

After two hours of 31 
impassioned testimonies, 
Kyle Frazier, committee 
chair of the Texas Wine and 
Grape Growers Association, 
was the last to speak. 

“Like most intra-indus¬ 
try fights, this is about market share and 
money and business models and competi¬ 
tion,” said Frazier. “The good news is this is 
a fiercely competitive business .... This 
industry has grown by leaps and bounds.” 

At press time, the bill was still in commit¬ 
tee awaiting a vote. But no matter the legis¬ 
lative outcome, change is inevitably on the 
horizon for an industry with a projected 
economic impact of $2.27 billion. 

“I think the lines in the sand are drawn 
to where people are either staying in these 
wine organizations or moving on to devel¬ 
op a new organization that’s actually about 
farming grapes and making wine,” says 
Brundrett. “So it’s going to be interesting 
to see.” ■

CINE LAS AMERICAS 
INTERNATIONAL FILM 
FESTIVAL TURNS 20

Programming a film festival that covers 
the entire Spanish- and Portuguese-language 
world sounds challenging. But according to 
Cine Las Americas International Film Festival 
director Jean Anne Lauer, the real secret is 
finding “a balance between your hardcore 
cinema fans, and the people that just want 
to see a good movie that night.” 

The festival had its share of upheaval 
entering its 20th year, losing not one but 
two of its traditional venues. First, Salvage 
Vanguard Theater exited its East Austin 
home, then Austin Film Society closed the 
Marchesa Flail & Theatre for a massive 
upgrade. So Lauer and her team started 
looking for new homes for 2017. She said, 
“What do you do when you go from a venue 
that has everything - projection, staff, things 
you’ve been used to working with for a few 
years? Thankfully, we knew other organizations 
that had worked with the Blanton Museum of 
Art, so we reached out to them.” 

The festival still has the Emma S. 
Barrientos Mexican American Cultural Center, 
which will once again provide free screen¬ 
ings open to badge holders and the general 
public. Next, the Santa Cruz Theater became 
an ideal replacement for Salvage Vanguard, 
hosting all the narrative and documentary 
feature and short competition screenings. 


However, the festival still lacked a premier 
venue. Fortunately, the team was already 
talking to the Blanton Museum of Art about 
one-off events, so they broached the idea of 
using the 300 seat auditorium as the festi¬ 
val’s main room. Not only was the Blanton 
welcoming, said Lauer, “but they had installed 
new sound and projector equipment, so we’re 
ready to go.” 

Venues sorted, next came the schedule. 
Film program associate Elena Bessire said, 
“We always start from the basis of diversity. 


We’re covering a whole hemisphere, so we 
want to get as many places, as many people 
represented as we can.” Almost inevitably, con¬ 
sidering its proximity, the size of its film indus¬ 
try, and the ongoing philosophical, political, and 
emotional questions surrounding cross-border 
relations, Mexican cinema plays a substantial 
role in the lineup. Bessire said, “They’re our 
neighbor, and we have lots of great options, 
so we’re highlighting them a little bit more.” 

That includes the opening night film, liter¬ 
ary adaptation Me Estas Matando Susana 


( You're Killing Me Susanna). It’s the latest 
from Roberto Sneider, who Lauer described 
as “consistently straddling cinema of 
quality with reaching a popular audience.” 
Mexico closes the festival as well, with 
Sundance award winner Sueho en Otro 
Idioma (I Dream in Another Language). Lauer 
said, “The filmmaker, Ernesto Contreras, his 
work is often pretty dark, and this one is 
much lighter.” 

However, the festival has a much larger 
remit than border politics. Lauer said, “You 
can’t get to know Cine Las Americas without 
seeing at least 10 films. If you see one or 
two, you’re going to have an idea of Cine, but 
the people who do know it won’t think of it 
the same way, because we do cover so many 
territories.” That’s why there are titles from 
Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Colombia, Costa Rica, 
Cuba, Ecuador, Peru, Portugal, Spain, the 
U.S., Venezuela, and even co-productions with 
France, Greece, and Poland. Alongside movies 
in Spanish and Portuguese, there are films 
in indigenous tongues like / Dream in Another 
Language and Maliglutit, the latter an ice-cov¬ 
ered Canadian drama, inspired by John Ford’s 
The Searchers and performed in Inuktitut, the 
language of the Eastern Canadian Inuit. 

The languages and locations aren’t the 
only expectations to be busted this year. 
Bessire said, “It can get serious, it can 
touch on dramatic themes, but there’s a lot 
of lighter things to offer.” On the drier side 
is literary mockumentary Un Secreto en la 
Caja (A Secret in the Box), which Bessire said 
is “about a fake Ecuadorean boom writer. 
He’s the one where everyone goes, ‘Oh, you 
should read him.’” 

Yet there are also broad comedies like La 
Peor de Mis Bodas (My Soap Opera Wedding), 
a Peruvian romantic romp spoofing telenove- 
las, and De Chica en Chica, the film spin-off 
from raunchy Spanish LGBT sitcom Girl 
Gets Girl. Then there’s the Goya-winning El 
Ciudadano llustre (The Distinguished Citizen), 
which Lauer called “spot-on, tongue-in-cheek, 
art cinema about writers and art.” Both may 
be subtitled, but they speak in the inter¬ 
national language of laughter. Lauer said, 
“These films do cross borders.” ■

AFS PROGRAMMER EXPOSES HIS [BLANK] 
FOR MATCH GAME 


A few months ago, Gilbert Gottfried's Amazing 
Colossal Podcast featured an interview with 
Dick DeBartolo. I knew DeBartolo as a Mad 
magazine gag man, but it turns out that he 
was also a prolific question writer for a num¬ 
ber of game shows, including Match Game. 

Though I was born in the Seventies, when 
Match Game was a raging cultural phe¬ 
nomenon, it was never on in my house, but 
DeBartolo’s stories were so funny that I soon 
found myself descending into the deep digital 
broadcast spectrum where I landed on chan¬ 
nel 7-3, transmitter of the nationally syndi¬ 
cated Buzzr network. 

The weekend programming block provides at 
least three hours of Match Game in a row every 
Saturday and Sunday. This has now become 
life-disrupting appointment viewing in my home. 


During the Seventies, it must have seemed 
like the civilized world was grinding to a 
halt in a deep-shag, wide-collared, Quaalude 
apocalypse. Considered in retrospect, from 
our fiery perch on the edge of something 
truly resembling the actual end of mankind, it 
looks pretty good. The clothes and hairstyles, 
much maligned in the yuppified years that 
followed, are actually pretty appealing, and 
the pool of celebrities willing to slum it on a 
game show is, to my mind, much more inter¬ 
esting than the modern equivalent. 

The Match Game format is simple. A pair of 
contestants are rolled out on a pivoting pneu¬ 
matic float. Host Gene Rayburn, a genial, tall 
man in perpetual need of a haircut, in a suit 


that looks like a Jim Rockford hand-me-down, 
reads brief gags that are missing a key word. 
“Mrs. Smith has to keep telling her husband 
to tuck in his BLANK,” and so forth. Celebrity 
panelists secretly write down their ideas of 
what the missing word might be, and the con¬ 


testant tries to match his or her guess with 
as many of them as possible. The formatting 
of most of the questions encourages double¬ 
entendre answers, but the contestants and 
panelists mostly - mostly - avoid the tempta¬ 
tion and play it clean.

EXPLORING THE CHARM OF THE HILL COUNTRY FILM FESTIVAL by Joseph caterine

It’s hard to compete with the major film 
festivals of Texas, but the Hill Country Film 
Festival promises moviegoers a different 
kind of experience than SXSW or the Dallas 
International, one where the audience is not 
only immersed in the character-driven narra¬ 
tives of the showcase but in the rustic set¬ 
ting of small town Texas. 

Now in its eighth year, the “destina¬ 
tion” festival kicks off in Fredericksburg 
on Thursday, April 27, running a total of 
17 features and a host of short films 
throughout the weekend. Executive Director 
Chad Mathews told the Chronicle that 
Fredericksburg, which boasts a thriving down¬ 
town district and flourishing wine industry, 
offers a charming spot for independent film¬ 
makers and connoisseurs to congregate. The 
town’s assets underscore the festival itiner¬ 
ary, not limited to a party held at the National 
Museum of the Pacific War and a panel 
discussion overlooking the scenic Pedernales 
River Valley. 

“I think our smaller towns are hungry for 
this stuff,” Mathews said. “Having a film fes¬ 
tival in every city in Texas would be great for 
each of those communities.” 

At this year’s festival, documentaries top 
the schedule, and one of them happens to be 
a local production. A Force in Nature: Johann 
Eyfells profiles a 93-year-old Icelandic sculp¬ 
ture artist who lives and works just outside of 
Fredericksburg. Producer Hayden Yates, who 
has known Eyfells for close to 11 years, and 
has been working on the film since 2010, 
said that he’s excited to debut the final 
product in the town where it was conceived. 
Eyfells, who operates in the medium of non- 
representational art, erecting bizarre metal 
installations near his home, can be hard to 
understand for those who do not know his 
history, Yates said, but he hopes that his 
biopic will encourage a curiosity about outsid¬ 


er art in general. “It’s not a promotional film 
by any means,” he said. “It’s really a film that 
touches on a lot of different issues, like aging 
in America and what it means to be an artist 
in America, especially in a climate where we 
have a presidential administration that is try¬ 
ing to defund the NEA.” 

Mathews said that it usually works out 
that about a quarter of the accepted submis¬ 
sions to the test come from Texas filmmak¬ 
ers and the rest from outside the state. “It’s 
a happy coincidence that we get to screen 
really good films that happened to be pro¬ 
duced in Texas,” he said, “but at the same 
time our audiences want to explore other 
stories.” Non-Texas features include What 
Children Do, a dramedy about two alienated 


sisters forced to make amends as they work 
together to take care of their dying grand¬ 
mother; Almost Paris, a film about a banker 
who has to rebuild his life back home after 
losing it all during the 2008 mortgage crisis; 
and Victor, a true story about a Puerto Rican 
immigrant who has to navigate the harrowing 
urban landscape of 1962 Brooklyn to survive. 

At a time when the state Legislature is 
actively defunding the Texas Movie Industry 
Incentive Program, Mathews said it is partly 
the responsibility of smaller festivals like 
HCFF to keep independent films relevant. 
“We’re always force-fed what Hollywood wants 
us to see,” he said. “For me as a consumer, 

I want something else, and that’s why I look 
to festivals.” ■

It’s an unbeatable premise. It would be 
hard to mess up. You could install any six 
winos as your panel and it would work. But 
the producers of Match Game haven’t just 
chosen any six winos. They have chosen a 
rotating selection, with a few rare exceptions, 
of the finest winos in the world. 

This brings me back to DeBartolo’s appear¬ 
ance on Gottfried’s podcast. He explained 
that a week’s worth of shows were filmed in 
one day. After the first two episodes, there 
was a break for lunch, and all the wine the 
panelists, and by the evidence presented, the 
host, cared to drink. The panelists’ rapport 
would be magical enough without the juice 
of the grape, but Bacchus’ warm glow trans¬ 
mutes this ordinary leaden magic into show- 
business gold. 

The configuration of the panel conforms to 
a loose formula. At top left is a male star the 
audience can presumably identify with. Think 
McLean Stevenson or Tom Bosley. Next to 
him is inevitably the stylishly bewigged and 
bespectacled Brett Somers, a comic actress 


who was first cast on the show as a favor 
by the producers to her husband, actor Jack 
Klugman, but who proved to be a natural in 
the format, particularly in combination with 
the man who generally occupies the top right 
chair, Charles Nelson Reilly. Somers and Reilly 
have a mock-adversarial relationship that, 
under the influence of wit and wine, produced 
some of the show’s funniest exchanges. The 
bottom left chair is generally occupied by 
an attractive young woman, sometimes an 
ingenue from one of the network’s shows. At 
center, until he bolted to host his own show, 
is the actor Richard Dawson, a man quick with 
deft wordplay and sly roguery. The final slot is 
generally allocated to the screwball - a comic, 
most often a woman - who can provide, after 
all the other answers have been revealed, 
something different. This is the role commonly 
held by Betty White or Fannie Flagg. 

DeBartolo, in his interview, revealed, some¬ 
what surprisingly, that the producers originally 
intended for the show to be played totally 
straight and that host Gene Rayburn more or 


less disregarded their wishes and went for 
laughs. It’s a good showbiz instinct. 

Match Game is a pretty fair display of 
good showbiz instincts right down the line, 
as a matter of fact. The level of charm and 
speed of quip displayed by the panelists is, 
on a good week, dizzying. It’s a kind of bliss¬ 
ful delirium when it gets rolling. There are 
callbacks to earlier answers, recurring jokes 
about Brett’s wigs, Charles’ unusual flamboy¬ 
ance, Richard’s hedonistic bachelorhood, 
Fannie Flagg’s sweaters, and more. Rayburn 
is the best imaginable master of ceremonies, 
goofy and avuncular. 

The contestants are the least of it, but 
at times, such as in the recently aired case 
of a woman whose stage fright, combined 
with an entirely transparent face, made her 
seem a comic genius on a level with Lucille 
Ball, even they can contribute mightily to the 
mayhem that has made Match Game such a 
potent reminder of what even the cheap end 
of show business can do with a little heart 
and the right company. ■

Dash Shaw’s quirky, DIY animated comedy dazzles

To the Nineties kids who miss MTV’s 
Liquid Television, those of you scarred by 
high school, and anyone who thinks James 
Cameron’s Titanic could’ve used more 
sharks, good news: Comic book artist/ 
writer-turned-writer/director Dash Shaw has 
created a stunning debut with My Entire 
High School Sinking Into the Sea. 

Shaw’s graphic novels have won 
the hearts of nerdom and fancy 
pants literary critics alike. (NPR 
called his graphic novel New School 
a “Best Book of 2013.”) And there’s

signage puns or BoJack Horseman’s animal 
jokes.) With so much happening visually, it 
would be easy to lose the narrative dialogue, 
but Shaw keeps it center stage. Plus, several 
of our forever-crushes serve as voice tal¬ 
ent: Schwartzman and Watts are joined by 
Maya Rudolph, Lena Dunham, John Cameron 
Mitchell, and Susan Sarandon (as the ass- 
kicking Lunch Lady Lorraine). The film ranges 
from hilariously gory shark attacks to meta 
sequences in which the characters narrate 
their own film, and yet manages to remain 
cohesive. Its pre-screening seizure warning is 
no joke though. Prepare for some amazing but 
brain-melting animation.

BORN IN CHINA 

D: Chuan Lu; narrated by John Krasinski. (G, 76 min.) 

Wildlife documentaries, like Disneynature’s 
latest, Born in China, have always held a 
strong appeal for this particular writer born 
in the industrial part of New Jersey. How else 
might one see animals doing their thing other 
than at zoos, in nature films, and at summer 
camp in the Poconos? High-def television has 
made this kind of programming more compel¬ 
ling than ever, but what can beat the lure of 
the big screen? 

The intimate camerawork of Born in China 
is spectacular. The film was obviously shot 
over a number of years by several cinema¬ 
tographers in a variety of locations in China. 
Primarily, the film focuses on the life cycle of 
three animals specific to Chinese habitats: 
panda bears, snow leopards, and golden snub¬ 
nosed monkeys, along with sidelong looks 
at the Tibetan antelopes known as chiru and 
the red-crowned cranes (China’s traditional 
symbol of longevity). Classically structured in a 
seasonal pattern, Born in China follows these 
animals from one springtime to the next, from 
one balmy birthing season through a frigid, 
food-shy winter, and back again. As a G-rated 
film, however, Born in China forgoes bloodshed 
in its scenes of animals with their prey, and 
altogether leaves out any mention of death 
by poachers or human encroachment into 
animal territories. A time-lapse sequence of 
foliage going through an annual cycle provides 
an extraneous flourish, but can be forgiven 
because it shows the same exquisite attention 
to detail exhibited by the animal photography. 

As breathtaking as the imagery is, how¬ 
ever, the script, which is narrated by John 


Krasinski, is a mess of anthropomorphic 
goop. Granted, the narration is aimed at a 
young audience, and part of the pleasure 
in watching animals in the wild comes from 
observing the similarities and differences 
between them and us. A panda mom’s devo¬ 
tion to her newborn cub, a leopard mother 
fending for her young, a juvenile monkey try¬ 
ing to find his place within his troop: These 
are the dramas that shape the film’s narra¬ 
tive. There is much to learn from witnessing 
the physiological and behavioral attributes 
of animals in their natural habitats. Yet 
the script (written by Lu, David Fowler, and 
renowned nature filmmakers Brian Leith and 
Phil Chapman) assigns emotional feelings 
to the animals that cannot be supported by 
science. Such Disneyfication is exemplified 
by lines that inform us that Born in China will 
reveal “the love, losses, and hopes of many 
different creatures.” We’re told a panda moth¬ 
er’s “most treasured time of life” is the time 
she spends with her infant cub, a young mon¬ 
key learns that “nothing compares to being 
loved by those you love the most,” and the 
sad story of the snow leopard mother is sum¬ 
marized by the comment, “If only a family’s 
love could determine its fate.” Furthermore, 
the filmmakers present the 2-year-old mon¬ 
key’s ostracization by his mother and father 
as the result of sibling rivalry with his new¬ 
born sister rather than as part of the normal 
pattern of male primate behavior. This kind 
of emotional overlay is a dangerous counter¬ 
balance to the film’s stunning documentary 
work. Save the psychological drama for your 
narrative films, Disney. Films like Dumbo, 
Flubber, and The Lion King all do this kind of 


thing very well, but, please leave emotional 
conjecture out of your documentaries.

promising than anything her native country 
could offer - the good doctor greases certain 
palms to ensure a successful exam score and 
becomes, much to his resignation (and para¬ 
noia), yet another complicit participant in the 
network of corruption that pervades day-to-day 
life in small-town Romania. Having returned to 
his homeland after the fall of Communism in 
the early Nineties, only to later regret his deci¬

daughter escape the dismal world to which 
she was born. But if those same actions in 
turn tarnish Eliza’s honor and possibly impli¬ 
cate her in the commission of what neverthe¬ 
less remains a crime, at what price does a 
father’s love come? 

Mungiu shared the award for Best Director 
at last year’s Cannes Film Festival for 
Graduation, though the film has nowhere 
near the gut-punch of his 2007 feature, 4 
Months, 3 Weeks and 2 Days, a drama about 
an illegal abortion set in the waning days of 
Ceausescu’s dictatorial government. Flere, he 
favors scenes lasting as long as five minutes 
or more, usually framing Romeo and another 
character (his dazed daughter, depressed 
estranged wife, weary mistress) in a two-shot 
in which they appear in diametric confrontation 
with each other. It’s a deft directorial choice 
that keeps the movie on constant edge, con¬ 
sistent with its protagonist’s state of mind. 
The unresolved mystery of the sexual attack 
adds to the tension, along with a couple of 
windows shattered by intentionally thrown 
rocks, but those narrative threads ultimately 
feel like red herrings begging for a purpose 
other than to simply evoke an atmosphere 
of fear. They’re forgivable distractions in this 
solid, if not exemplary, tale about the morally 
gray choices we sometimes make when faced 
with a situation that’s anything but black and 
white, especially when loved ones are involved. 
Graduation may not occupy a place at the 
top of the class of contemporary Eastern 
European cinema like some of Mungiu’s other 
films, but it definitely sits above the curve.

PHOENIX FORGOTTEN

Like Fox Mulder, the Lone Gunmen, and the 
characters in director Justin Barber’s feature 
debut, / want to believe. Specifically, I want to 
believe that the found-footage horror genre is 
coming to an end. Also, discovering Bigfoot 
somewhere in, I dunno, Portlandia probably, 
would be equally wonderful. But belief can be 
a bitch that way: zero Sasquatch and Phoenix 
Forgotten add up to me siding with Dana 
Scully on a particularly cynical day. 

Barber and co-writer T.S. Nowlin have 
based this very Blair Witch-y film on actual 
events, namely the widely reported mass 
sighting of mysterious lights hovering over 
the Phoenix desert in 1997. Barber blends 
actual, amateur-shot footage of the glowing 
orbs into real and restaged news coverage, 
and then introduces Sophie (Hartigan), the 
younger sister of Josh (Roberts), who along 
with high school pals Ashley (Lopez) and 
Mark (Matthews), went missing 20 years 
ago while searching for the source of the 
unexplained aerial phenomena. Ostensibly 
making a documentary about the missing 
kids, Sophie gets the brush-off from the 
military, interviews UFO true believers, and 
ultimately finds the trio’s melted video cam¬ 
era and a cache of long-lost tapes that may 
explain what happened to her brother and his 
friends on that fateful night. From there on 
out, Phoenix Forgotten is borderline generic, 
desert-set found footage that apes the afore¬ 
mentioned Witchmess and genre constraints 
to a snooze-worthy T. 

Ridley Scott, who has a different, presum¬ 
ably less mediocre alien movie of his own 
arriving in theatres soon, is listed as one 
of this film’s many producers, though it’s 
unclear why he signed on to a project that, 
while ambitious and occasionally unnerving, 
ultimately relies on a woefully exhausted 
narrative involving shaky-cam footage of 
teens getting lost in the dark. As the teens, 
Hartigan, Roberts, and Matthews are appeal¬ 
ingly real, but the dual, interlocking storylines 
of Sophie’s intent to unravel the mystery of 
her brother’s disappearance and the two- 
decades-old footage bring nothing new or 
pulse-pounding to this genre. The 2009 
abduction-by-alien-grays movie The Fourth 
Kind played fast and loose with these genre 
tropes and, in retrospect, was far more inter-

THE TRANSFIGURATION

It’s easy to tell what kind of vampire movie 
The Transfiguration wants to be, because its 
antihero, Milo (Ruffin), comes out and tells us: 
He likes Let the Right One In and Nosferatu, 
not True Blood and certainly not Twilight. First¬ 
time director Michael O’Shea, like his blood¬ 
thirsty cinephile protagonist, tempers his killer 
instinct with moody introspection. 

As a metaphorical depiction of budding 
psychopathy, The Transfiguration is a compel¬ 
ling accomplishment. Milo is a loner grow¬ 
ing up in the projects with no parents and 
a distant veteran brother. He watches web 
videos of animals eating and being eaten, 
trying to make sense of his own dark urges. 
When a pretty fellow outcast (Levine) crosses 
the threshold of his social isolation, we find 
ourselves caught in a familiar tension of the 
genre, between fearing for her safety and 
waiting eagerly for Milo’s evil to blossom. 

The old bloodsucking variation on will- 
they-or-won’t-they is complicated in O’Shea’s 
telling by the likelihood that Milo is not a 
helpless prisoner of fairy-tale monstrosity. 
Instead, we come to suspect, he’s an ordi¬ 
nary mortal who’s been inspired, both by 
personal trauma and gory movies, to emulate 
his vampire-flick heroes and go out and hunt 
by night, without the help of razor teeth or 
shape-shifting. Still, his nights of hunting end 
in real blood, and the weight of those mur¬ 
ders is just as constricting as any supernatu¬ 
ral curse. 


Unfortunately, what’s compelling as a 
character study becomes problematic when 
considered through the lens of racial politics. 
Milo’s hunting adventures are clearly echoed 
in the unrealistic behavior of the street gang 
that terrorizes his block, at one point stomp¬ 
ing and eventually shooting a white interloper 
for sport. It’s impossible not to think of 
thankfully bygone buzzwords like “super¬ 
predator” once aimed at alienated black 
teenagers like Milo. The Transfiguration’s 
conflation of storybook monsters with black 
crime in one of New York City’s poorest 
neighborhoods - a beautifully shot Rockaway 
Beach - might have yielded deft social com¬ 
mentary in the hands of another storyteller, 
and it’s worth wondering what, say, Jordan 
Peele might have done with the concept. This 
version, devoid of irony, seems content to 
traffic in stale nightmares of urban life. 

Yes, Milo’s character grows on us, and he 
becomes much more than a monster. But 
the film’s metaphorical language summons 
another sort of monstrosity that it never 
entirely unpacks.

THE BOSS BABY

Imagine Gordon Gecko merging with toddler Stewie 
Griffin and you have The Boss Baby. This retro-vibed 
DreamWorks feature about a 7-year-old boy named Tim, 
grappling with the unwelcome arrival of a baby brother, 
is like so many other high-concept, computer-animated 
comedies these days: clever and funny, but lacking in an 
emotionally accessible storyline. The film takes a tummy¬ 
tickling concept - the literal infantilization of selfish 
and demanding adult behavior - and attaches fantastic 
plot threads until its satiric edge is dulled by 10-gags- 
a-minute pacing and goo-goo-gaga gooeyness. At first, 
you’re led to think that the film’s downsized tyke-in-chief 
may be the product of Tim’s overactive imagination.

(Marillier) is dropped off at veterinary school. Ducournau 
plunges viewers, along with Justine, into the school’s sav¬ 
age hazing rituals when she is ordered to swallow a raw 
rabbit kidney. Later, an amusing bikini-wax scene between 
the sisters escalates into flesh-eating mayhem. Soon, 
Justine’s gay male roommate Adrien (Oufella) looks pretty 
tasty as well. Ducournau maintains tight control over her 
volatile material. Humorous moments punctuate the gore, 
which is plentiful without being gratuitous. However, even 
though there’s a great deal to admire in Ducournau’s 
debut outing, Raw will mostly appeal to the taste buds of 
horror connoisseurs. Skittish consumers should consider 
other dining options.

Over the 
next seven years, Antonina and her zookeeper husband 
Jan watched helplessly as their precious zoo animals 
were decimated by Nazi bombs or point-blank killings by 
soldiers. With their zoo bereft of animals and visitors, the 
couple hatched a brave plan to siphon out Jews from the 
Warsaw Ghetto and hide them in their basement. By the 
war’s end, the Zabinskis had saved the lives of more than 
300 Jews. Though the atrocities experienced by Poland’s 
Jews sometimes feel like background to the horrors under¬ 
gone in the foreground by the animals, the film conveys a 
tale of courage and opposition to authority that provides 
valuable inspiration for any era.

“Challenges and how to 
possibly address them have 
been identified, but as far 
as how to get it done, I 
hope to find an experienced 
individual who can develop 
solutions that are practical for our community.”

The City’s Economic Development 
Department (EDD) this week posted an 
online application for manager of their Music 
Division, a top governmental position held 
by Don Pitts since the office’s inception in 
2010. Pitts resigned in February, citing exces¬ 
sive bureaucracy, then returned as a consul¬ 
tant to assist through the busy spring festival 
season. His tenure ends Friday. 

The opening comes at a pivotal time for 
Austin music. Ten months have passed since 
the arrival of the Mayor’s Omnibus plan to 
stabilize Austin’s creative sectors in the face 
of the rising cost of living here and few, if any, 
of its recommendations have come to frui¬ 
tion.

No, says EDD Deputy Director Alejandra 
Lopez, selector of Pitts’ replacement.

DUEL’S RURAL ESCAPE 



Jimmy LaFave Feted 

“I did bring my oxygen machine,” 
chuckled Jimmy LaFave in concert Friday 
at Threadgill’s. “I’m not worried about 
being breathless from the cancer. I’m 
breathless from all the love.” The sold-out 
show, one day after the public learned 
the veteran singer-songwriter is dying 
from sarcoma, was a love-in for LaFave, 
who responded with an emotionally mov¬ 
ing performance flanked by friends includ¬ 
ing Eliza Gilkyson, Slaid Cleaves, and 
Ray Bonneville. More such comrades 
will pay tribute to the singer May 18 at 
the Paramount Theatre, which puts 
tickets on sale this Friday. 


Friday night, midnight looming: In a remote, 
wooded area 20 minutes southeast of 
Austin where Duel recorded sophomore LP 
Witchbanger, their interview’s suddenly inter¬ 
rupted by an air-shaking sonic boom, the con- 
cussive explosion emanating from beyond the 
tree line. Meth lab detonation, North Korean 
missile strike? No sirens follow. Welcome to 
Bastrop County. 

After the band’s 2016 debut resin scraped 
proto-metal and catapulted the local quartet 
onto the European festival circuit, Duel’s latest 
platter booms like early Judas Priest with evil 
Elvis vocals. In Texas’ vibrant stoner/doom 
scene, the band - led by Afroed rock howler 
Tom Frank - emerge distinctly melodic and 
uptempo. The twin guitar incantations on 
Witchbanger, out Friday on Italian indie imprint 
Heavy Psych Sounds, arrive in such stunning 
hi-fi it’s hard to reconcile them with the corrugat¬ 
ed metal structure where they were recorded. 


Turns out, Duel guitarist/producer Jeff 
Henson acquired cheap rural acreage over¬ 
looking a hidden lake. Instead of building 
domestic habitations, the longtime recording 
engineer constructed a studio. Modest from 
the exterior, its immaculate recording space 
boasts crafty woodwork, six-layered walls, and 
superb acoustic design. Opened in January, 
he’s christened it Red Nova Ranch. 

“We’re not a commercial studio. We don’t 
record demos here. We’re producing real 
records,” declares Henson, who mixes and 
produces full time and was nearing comple¬ 
tion on a new album by local instrumetal 
favorites Eagle Claw when Duel left for 
their current Euro tour. Between tracking, 
artists fish and canoe on the lake. Next 
he’ll erect artist lodging and ultimately envi¬ 
sions a creative compound that’s a beer-run 
from Austin, but feels like the middle 
of nowhere. 



“It’s a perfect creative situation when you 
can isolate yourself from the hum of the 
everyday world and actually just sit and think,” 
Duel bassist Shaun Avants assesses. “It 
helps when you don’t have an internet signal.” 

“Hey!” protests Henson. “We’ve got strong 
wi-fi out here now!”

WHERE MUSIC STILL MATTERS

Winter went out like a lamb and Austin’s spring contin¬ 
ues to unfold equally temperate, though April’s had its hot 
spots. Black Angels drummer Stephanie Bailey seeks 
shade from a mildly cruel sun, but her chair topples to the 
ground with a loud thud against the wooden patio. The 
Austin quintet also seeks refuge - from the inescapable. 

At home and abroad, predictably, the first quarter of 2017 
remains combustible on a global scale. This week, World 
War III looms from the Korean Peninsula, while any 
remaining humanity evaporates in Syria. In the U.S., resis¬ 
tance feels largely outweighed by the paralyzing helpless¬ 
ness of uncertainty. Amidst this hellish, planetary mael¬ 
strom, last week’s new Black Angels album, Death Song, 
their fifth album and first release since 2013’s Indigo 
Meadow, feels prescient. 

“Actually, we started writing these songs in 2014,” coun¬ 
ters singer Alex Maas. “[In that time] we put out the Clear 
Lake Forest EP and [scored] a documentary for CNN about 
the legalization of marijuana in Colorado. We did a bunch of 
pre-production for Death Song, two or three years of it. We 
let the material marinate for a while, because we had 40 to 
50 songs to whittle down. 

“We always gravitate toward writing about societal issues.” 

While the locals’ discography bleeds together myriad 
social critiques, each release differs sonically. For years, the 
band paid extensive homage to the expanse of psychedelic 
music in retracing the footsteps of Sixties mind-altering 
kings the 13th Floor Elevators and their Austin-born singer 
Roky Erickson. Taking cues from the Velvet Underground, 
Christian Bland laid reverberating guitars over sloshing 
drones and fuzz on debut full-length Passover in 2006 and 
follow-up two years later, Directions to See a Ghost. 2010’s 
Phosphene Dream and Indigo Meadow flirted with flower 
power as Kyle Hunt submerged into aquatic, Beatlesque 
keys. Death Song boasts second guitarist Jake Garcia help¬ 
ing revert the band back to corrosive drones underlying 
political toxicity. 

In the Black Angels’ current universe, violence hovers in 
the periphery, human exchanges are money transactions, 
and hope curdles to despair. On “Death March,” the band 
hurtles full-throttle off the ledge, its exhaust dissolving into 
Maas’ lost, scary echoes. 


“It’s this feeling of generalized anxiety,” remarks Hunt. 
“There’s this sense of uncertainty that feels amplified 
nowadays through social media.” 

As such, the fivesome won’t go quietly into the vortex. 
“Comanche Moon” aligns with Native Americans at 
Standing Rock, “I’d Kill for Her” hangs on questions of 
loyalty, war, and if the end justifies the means, and “Half 
Believing” pivots on self-worth ruminations in times of 
longing and despair. 

“Native Americans perceived music as a way of storytell¬ 
ing to get them through life: from how to live, to where to 
seed, and where to hunt,” explains Maas. “They were 
encouraged to write their own chants to get through tumul¬ 
tuous, troubled times like death or peril. They were called 
death songs.” 

Death Song is literally that for the Black Angels. Like 
Velvet Underground tune “The Black Angel’s Death Song,” 
which inspired the group’s name and the new album title, 
it slips into an undertow of helplessness and isolation. 
“Currency” drips corrosively acidic riffs as Maas laments, 
“One day it’ll all be over soon. One day it will all be gone.” 
The dissonant jangle and bass shuffles in “I Dreamt” puts 
up barbed wire as Maas lies safely in a bunker while mad¬ 
ness from the outside world seeps in. 


“If you grab onto the music long enough, it’s always 
therapy,” offers Hunt. 

“Not only that, but it’s for frightening times like right 
now,” adds Bailey. “Our music perhaps now moreso than 
ever helps us get through these times.” 

Another Black Angels therapy: Levitation. Begun in 
2008 by Maas and Bland’s events umbrella the 
Reverberation Appreciation Society, the festival curates all 
manner of international psych. Netting the 13th Floor 
Elevators, Billy Gibbons’ Moving Sidewalks, Primal 
Scream, Flaming Lips, the Jesus & Mary Chain, and other 
outsize acts, the original Psych Fest became an experimen¬ 
tal playground “where we selfishly asked our favorite art¬ 
ists to come play,” quips Bland. 

Over its decadelong run the event expanded into other 
countries, including France and Canada. Then last year, 
Levitation was canceled on the eve of its first day due to 
inclement weather, causing an uproar from fans and bands 
traveling abroad to attend one particular savant’s dream: 
Beach Boy centerpiece Brian Wilson performing magnum 
opus Pet Sounds. 

“Pulling the plug on it, and then seeing him play it all 
over the place - like for a weekend at the Moody Theater 
next month - was tough to see,” recalls Maas. 

Infuriated attendees posted on Instagram and Facebook. 

“I remember reading those,” nods Bland. “I was so pissed 
and so devastated. For however devastated they were, we 
felt a lot worse. We spent a year planning it and for it be 
canceled last minute was a hard pill to swallow.” 

While ACL Fest promoters C3 Presents were in discus¬ 
sions to team with Levitation, “things fell apart,” according 
to Maas. The band is thus utilizing this year to reassess the 
festival’s future. 2018 will return to a venue-based approach. 

“Hopefully we’ll go outside again, but not Carson Creek 
Ranch,” states Bland. “It brought us bad luck every year. 
We also got a lot of bad advice about the insurance policy 
and from partners. [The settlement] felt like we were left 
with this bucket of money or lack thereof and expected to 
deal with it by ourselves. We’11 be growing it from the begin¬ 
ning again.” 

Uncertainty looms everywhere for everyone. 

While Death Song broods on harsh reality as the Black 
Angels try to make sense of the world around them, album 
closer “Life Song” assuages those truths. Drifting through 
the stars, it peers at the madness below through a safe, 
small window of a spaceship. Nodding to the close of Pink 
Floyd’s The Dark Side of the Moon, “Life Song” echoes 
“Brain Damage” as somber guitar strums and spacey blips 
fade into organ swirls, then closes with a pulsing onrush 
similar to Floyd’s “Eclipse.” 

Razor sharp fretwork finally dissolves “Life Song” into a 
sweeping wash of disorienting melody and lyric. 

“I’m traveling upside down/ Into a world of the 
unknown.” ■

THE BLACK ANGELS Death Song (Partisan) 

From the minute needle hit groove on the Black Angels’ eponymous 2005 EP, singer Alex Maas 
and crew laid the template for a then-nonexistent modern psych scene, their menacing drone 
perched ’twixt the 13th Floor Elevators’ garage-punk and Spiritualized’s lysergic gospel music. 

Once freshman and sophomore full-lengths Passover and Directions to See a Ghost were issued in 
2006 and 2008, respectively, the band hardly strayed from its template, although 2013’s Indigo 
Meadow found the Austinites leavening hallucinogenic danger with whimsical, childlike strains, as 
if initial Pink Floyd outburst “See Emily Play” had gone into repeat in their household. All of which 
makes Death Song's return to droning menace so potent. Opening earworm “Currency” shrieks 
atop bludgeoning tom-toms, the screech and chime of dual guitars, and a jaundiced lyrical 
metaphor for toxic love. From there, all else unfolds righteously familiar: reverb-drenched production, throbbing tremolo guitars 
punctuated with bursts of fuzz, Maas’ high, keening quaver. “I’d Kill for Her” rides a crashing crescendo, opposite of most musical 
theory, that indicates the Black Angels are about to echo the Stooges, except it’s a pulsing ode to ethereal love gone savage. 
“Half Believing” drones on what sounds like a queasy organ, steadily building a tension that never resolves. Dance floor raver 
“I Dreamt” suggests the Jesus & Mary Chain. Death Song's strength lies in the Black Angels sticking to theirs.

WILLIE NELSON God’s Problem Child (Legacy) 


Incredibly, for a future outlaw whose 
first rodeo occurred in 1962 with song 
pitch ...And Then I Wrote (“Hello Walls,” 
“Night Life,” “Crazy”), the closest Willie 
Nelson ever came to a fallow period over 
the course of between five and six dozen 
studio LPs is the Eighties. Bad decade 
for everyone save for dictators and hair¬ 
stylists. While modern Austin’s founding 
father rode a strong first decade to this 
new millennium, he’s setting a pace in 
the second for a late-career golden age. 
2014’s all-star Band of Brothers, 2015’s 
Django & Jimmie with Merle Haggard, and 
last year’s Summertime: Willie Nelson 
Sings Gershwin slot in among career 
capstones Highwayman, Pancho & Lefty, 
and Stardust, respectively. God’s Problem 
Child, arriving the day before Nelson’s 
84th birthday (April 29), suffers some¬ 
what in the afterburn of the former album 
grouping, but half its yield belongs on 
your hard drive. Birthday boy’s almost 
imperceptibly thicker of the tongue on 
spry opener “Little House on the Hill” and 
maybe by design on the succeeding “Old 
Timer,” a thematic pacesetter for God’s 
Problem Child: “One by one, your friends 


have crossed over/ You pray for mercy and 
a few more days/ You still got dreams inside 
your head/ But some days it’s a struggle 
just to get out of bed.” Sister Bobbie Nelson, 
86, and Mickey Raphael, 65, console with 
their opening piano/harp sunset. Another Old 
Fashioned, “Your Memory Has a Mind of Its 
Own,” also mashes up Bobbie (sugar) and 
Raphael (bitters) then adds whiskey (Willie), 
the whole cocktail a gentle homage (cough) 
to Butch Hancock’s “My Mind’s Got a Mind of 
Its Own.” What some call novelties, “Roll Me 
Up and Smoke Me When I Die” from 2012’s 
Heroes and Willie-n-Merle joint venture “It’s 
All Going to Pot,” spin bona fide hits and live 
set staples, so here they’re joined by “Still 
Not Dead,” a riff off “On the Road Again” (“I 
run up and down the road making music as 
I go”). Better is “Delete and Fast Forward,” 
as jaunty a digital age world-ender as coun¬ 
try music ever produced (“When we blow 
the whole world back to where it began, just 
delete and fast forward again”), composed by 
the Texan and his Tennessee producer and 
songwriting crony Buddy Cannon. The pair 
breezes seven co-writes for God following 
multiple peak projects over the last decade, 
including all three recent catalog standouts. 



Cannon’s commercial triumphs with 
George Strait and Kenny Chesney go back 
another couple of decades. Autumnal 
pledges (“True Love,” “A Woman’s Love”) 
slow to a siesta (“Butterfly”), and the 
final third of the disc hits a tempo rut, 
though some such selections are ripe 
for rearrangement and reinterpretation, 
particularly the lilting gospel twang of “I 
Made a Mistake” (“I thought I was wrong”). 
Gary Nicholson’s Hag tribute “He Won’t 
Ever Be Gone” will disarm genre vets, 
while the funereal title track revisits the 
mic scrums on Heroes in colluding co¬ 
authors Jamey Johnson, Tony Joe White, 
and the late Leon Russell on one of his 
last vocalizations. Lord have mercy.

Does What He Wants 
(Dine Alone) 

Matthew Logan 
Vasquez’s hiatus from 
Delta Spirit came to 
satisfying fruition on 
last year’s debut solo LP Solicitor Returns, 
pivoting subtly from his band’s indie rock 
Americana to an entirely self-actualized 
approximation of Neil Young - grungy, melodi¬ 
ous, and piano-accented. Sophomore follow¬ 
up Does What He Wants fails to cohere by 
refusing to settle on any consistent point. 


The jagged album arc begins on soul bluster 
“Same” with vocal support from the Suffers’ 
Kam Franklin, then shifts into the chiming 
earnestness of “Fatherhood,” odd rambling 
rattle “Fires Down in Mexico,” and finally 
soft ballad “Tall Man,” which riffs melody 
from Blaze Foley’s “Clay Pigeons,” whether 
intentional or not. Elsewhere, bizarre tropical 
vibe “Red Fish” evokes Harry Nilsson, piano 
ballad “The Fighter” swells tender elegy, 
and “House Full of Music” waltzes sweetly 
despite Vasquez’s ill-advised attempts at Roy 
Orbison. Individually, each track dishes com¬ 
pelling nuggets, but the song cycle plays out 
scattershot at best.

KIKO VILLAMIZAR Aguas Frfas (Discos Peligrosa) 

Taking its name from the Andean foothills outside of Medellin, Colombia, where Austin’s Kiko 
Villamizar grew up, Aguas Frias offers an urgent and modern take on Latin folklorico. Despite a 
label affiliation with the boundary-pushing Peligrosa DJ crew, Villamizar’s sophomore disc remains 
a traditional affair with occasional psychedelic flourishes. The Miami-born multi-instrumentalist 
explores myriad styles from South America and beyond, but you won’t need to differentiate a 
bambuco from a bullerengue to enjoy these cool waters. “La Quebrada” soars flute, rumbles per¬ 
cussion, and shuffles a cumbia rhythm, while the call-and-response title track - accompanied by 
a stunning, drone-shot video in the Colombian countryside - shows off the singer’s pipes, which 
shift from a deep and rich tone to a soaring, high-pitched grito. Pipelines and petrol companies 
land in the crosshairs of anti-colonization cumbia “La Muerte,” and aching ballad “Yaku Kawsai - 
A Song for Standing Rock” honors the Lakota resistance to the Dakota Access Pipeline its author 
joined last year. With Aguas Frias spinning a second stellar offering in three years, Kiko Villamizar 
establishes himself as one of the most exciting emerging artists in Austin.

That mantra epitomizes 
Gary Clark Jr. and his second live album, Live 
North America 2016. Following 2014 double 
album Live, the homegrown guitarist invests 
each note with maximum emotional impact, 
unfurling gunslinging triplets, fuzz squeals, 
and humbucking bends, not to mention 
spaces in between - coiled steel feedback 
and levitating chord suspensions. Aerating 
seven tracks off second Warner Bros, studio 
LP The Story of Sonny Boy Slim (2015), Clark 
never wastes a note as he bends his instru¬ 
ment to Jimi Hendrix lacerations (“Grinder”), 
gospel prayers (“Our Love”), and funk shuffles 
(“Cold Blooded”). Other lessons include Jimmy 
Reed’s country pickings on “Honest I Do” and 
abrasive slide throttles for Elmore James’ 

“My Baby’s Gone,” which segues perfectly 
to Clark closer “Numb.” Despite the label 
milking Clark’s live discography, blues should 
always manifest onstage.

(Yuppie Scum)” and “Crybabies Go Home.” And 
that’s just the first four cuts!

One of hip-hop’s brightest spots, 
Washington, D.C.-raised Sudanese-American 
Amir Mohamed goes by Oddisee, a rapper 
unafraid to tackle real-world issues of reli¬ 
gion, race, and contextual love. In February, 
he put out his latest self-produced full-length, 
The Iceberg, a soulfully cascading snapshot 
of social commentary and personal anxiety. 

A principal motif is location, both literal 
and existential. 

“It’s mostly from growing up in a house¬ 
hold of parents who came from two different 
parts of the world,” he says. “Which always 
made me curious about what else was out 
there that I hadn’t seen yet.” 

The Iceberg hopes to stir up critical 
thought in a time when ideas are fed through 
decreasing numbers of outlets. 

“I think that lack of critical thinking is 
causing us to have flash judgments,” he 
offers. “That’s affecting our social interaction 
with one another.” 


Even as his persona continues to grow in 
notoriety, he believes in “little to no ego,” 
normally a rapper’s greatest utility (and pri¬ 
mary cause of downfall). He’s “constantly 
surprising people by how I don’t have to par¬ 
ticipate” in ego-expanding narcissism. When 
challenged on his belief of inevitable ego in 
making art, he offers unsteady delineation, 
but holds to his conviction. 

“You begin to understand what it is that 
makes people gravitate toward what you’re 
creating,” he says. “Once you do, you essen¬ 
tially have a template [of what fans will enjoy]. 
I’m at a point where I comfortably create for 
myself, knowing that there’s an audience. But, 
at any given time when it’s released, there’s 
no ego in saying, This is amazing, and you 
will like it.’ If people criticize it and don’t like 
it, there’s no ego that’s even bruised. 

“I’m indifferent about it. In fact, I’m confi¬ 
dent, but I’m not egotistical.”
